George M. Me Donald's pleasant little out- 
ing in the Kane County Jail will probably be 
spoiled by the Federal authorities. It is 
within the range of possibility that he may be 
obliged to give up his berth in the woman’e 
ward of the jail and sleep in the regulation 
dag das hammock in a common cell. In the 
eyes of the law McDonald is no better than 
any other prisoner and should have no special 
privileges. 

The story of his reception and considerate 
treatment by the Kane County authorities as 
told by Tun Tarsunm of yesterday was read 
with great interest by the authorities here 
who worked so hard to secure McDonald’s 
conviction. None of them object to sending 
McDonald to a county jail to serve out his 
sentence, but they say it is an outrage on jus- 
tice that he should be treated auy differently 
from the other prisoners.

He was drunk, she said, and had attacked her 
and beaten her brutally.

I never sentenced a prisoner with a clearer sense 
of duty than in the McDonald case. 
I sent him to Geneva because the condition of 
the Cook County Jail was brougbt to my notice, 
and I at once decided not to send any more pris- 
oners there under any circumstances, as the jail 
is unsanitary, overcrowded, and full of vermin. 
The law requires that criminals should be pun- 
ished, but the punishment should not be unduly 
severe. McDonald wanted to go to the McHenry 
County Jail, but the mere fact that he wished it 
was enough to decide me against it, and after 
consulting with Marshal Arnold I decided to 
send him to Geneva. I did not know at the time 
that it was the model jail of the State.

Donald as President and General Manager is 
affixed, it is described asa reorganization of the 
company of the same name which began its 
existence in Nevada, Mo., and came to grief 
in Chicago. Arrangements, the circulars say, 
have been made with the old Guarantee com- 
pany to assume the payment of the latter’s 
series of No. 2 bonds,

In a Favorable Place. 


It stands on the calendar as a bil! favprebiy 
reported from the Conimittee on Public Buiild- 
ings and Public Grounds. In its present condi- 
tion it can only get before the House again in the 
same manner as before except by the special 
committee of the House, to be reported by the 
Committee on Rules. This committee has charge 
of all the business of the House of Representa- 
tives, and if it could be prev iled upon to give 

a day for the consideration of the bill I am 
satisfied we have sufficient members pledged to 


pass the bill. 

Under one off the rules of the House of Repre- 
sentatives it is ible on certain occasions 
withia the discretion of the Speaker to suspend 
the rules of the House to take up bills which can 
be by a vote of two-thirds of the members 
present. I «m satisfied that if this could be done 
we would have votes enough to pass this bill. 

here the matter rests and 1 your 
Congressmen have allowed no opportunity 
to escape them to forward this measure. They 
have used every possible influence at their com- 
mand to prevail upon the Speaker and the Com- 
mitteeon Rules to hear it. He now has that 
under advisement and has not given us an 
answer. Whether we shall receive more or less

for appropriations. Mr. Durborow answered 
the first question by saying that Mr. Lawler’s 
opinion was probably as good as his own.

I had a conference with Vice-President Steven- 
son and he told me if the bill got into the Senate 
it wouldn't take an hour to pass it. The bill is 
in exactly the position Mr. Durborow has told 
you and depends upon the Committee on_ Rules 
and Mr. Crisp. Everybody with whom I have 
talked, and I have seen over fifty mem- 
bers of Congress, have said it would pass. 
1 have never seen a member of Congress 
who told me he would oppose the bill. 
I was in Cincinnati ten days ago, and Mr. Berry 
of Kentucky told me he thought the prospects 
for the passage of the bill were good, and | asked 
bim about the advisabiiity of the City of Chica- 
go doing something in the way of sending a del- 
egation to Washington, and he said, * Hesing, 
that’s a capita) idea. By all means, if you can, 
induce & committee of representative business- 
men to go to Washington, and it will do much 
good. Anything I can do I will do.” There 
is no question in my mind that if the bill 
ever gets a hearing it will pass, and it is my be- 
lief that something must be done immediately. 
This Congress knows all about the condition of 
the Pubiic Building of Chicago. It has ap- 

inted a committee and sent it on here, and that 
is better posted than any other committee. If 
nothing is done at this session it will be two 
full years before anything can be done. The next 
Congress consists of new men, and all these steps 
will have to be gone over again, and r 
haps another subcommittee appointed. he 
next Congress will be in session during the Presi- 
dential e.ection, andgappropriatians are seldom 
pussed then. If ever there was an opportune 
moment or a chance to get a new building for 
Chicago it is today, and it depeods entirely upon 
what this meeting does and upon the hearty co- 
operation and assistance of all our citizens, and 
we will get this building if we have it. I don't 
believe, if the proper committee be appointed 
and the matter handed in a proper manner, 
that such a thing as dofeat is possible. 


Lives In Danger.

: : You all know 
that life is not safe in that building, but noue of 
you know in what a wretched condition the 
buiiding is, and none of you appreciate the 
cruelty to human beings which is practiced by 
the govérnment in putting into the walis of the 
basement about 400 empioyés. It has never had 
a ray of light or a breath of fresh 
air. When there is a heavy rain men 
Standing at the newspaper desks are working 
with human excrement floating around. There 
is rota day but what some poor cierk drops 
from sheer exhaustion. I have had at least a 
dozen 2 certificates—yes, a great deal 
more than that number of physicians who said to 
me. Mr. Hesing, this man must be transferred 
from department or die.“ There has been a 
large number of deatus attributabie solely to 
the fact that men have been compelled to work 
in that basement. On the first floor, which you 
might say is fairly habitabie, the light is so poor 
from Oct. 1 to April 1 t there never is a 
moment out what every possible light is put on. 
Our working space is utterly inadequate. We 
are hampered, and it is nothing short of a miracle 
that the postal service is as good as it is. If we 
had the proper facilities and a building such as 
we ought to have the goveroment wouid save at 
least 10 per cent forcierk hire. The clerk hire 
in the building amounts to $700,000 a year. We 
could save 10 per cent of that. or 
8 a year, by having proper quarters.

WILLIAM T. BAKER MAKES A MOTION.

Resolved, That it is the sense of this meeting 
that the so-called McGann bill now pending be- 
fore Congress deserves the support of Congress, 
and the appropriation of $4,000,000 is quite 
ample for the purpose.

The Executive committee of the National 
Live Stock Exchange met yesterday in the 
Exchange Building at the Stock-Yards in spe- 
cial session called by President Thompson, 
Among those present were W. N, Babcock 
and D. L. Campbell of South Omaha, A. J.

The latter two cases were proceedings in 
chancery. while the present case is an action 
at law. The difference, therefore, is wholly 
in the different modes of procedure. The 
court in the two cases previously heard de- 
cided only the question of jurisdiction, hold- 
ing that a court of equity could not take cog- 
nizance of an action to enforce political 
rights or remedy political wrongs. 

in the present case the question of the con- 
etitutionality of the apportionment act of 
1893 will be directly passed upon. 

Opening Argument by Mr. Smith, 

The opening argument today was made by 
E. S. Smith. He pointed out that the re- 
quirements of the Constitution that the dis- 
tricts be formed of contiguous and compact 
territory and shall contain as nearly; as prac- 

aticable an equal number of inhabitants had 
been frequently violated. Regarding the Lee 
County district he showed that it contained a 
population of 86.383, over 11.000 in excess

That bemg the case he 
would remind the court that the act of 1882 is 
amenable to the same objections as that of 
1898; and that, therefore, if the relator does 
not establish the validity of the former act 
he has no standing in court; for here, as in 
equity, the plaintiff must come into court with 
clean hands. He said the variance of the dis- 
tricts from the Senatorial ratio under the act 
of 1872 was 50 per cent; under the act of 
1882 51 per cent, while under the act of 
1893 the variance was only 37 or 88 per 
He maintained also that the repealing 
clause of the act of 1893 is still in force, 
even though the rest of the act be void, and 
therefore the acts of 1872 and 1882 are 

in any event wholly inoperative,

1894 did not raise enough to feed their fam- 
ides one month, The year of 1893 was but 
little better, less than one-half crop being 
raised; The suffering is intense, many fam- 
ilies bemg without enough food, clothing, or 
fuel. McPhereon, Logan, Blaine, Loup, and 
Valley Counties are in equally bad condition. 
One family was found who had not tasted 
food for three days. At least one-half of the 
children in these counties outside of the 
towns are barefcoted and their bodies 
covered with rags. One fumily of seven 
in Valley County have not covering enough 
for one bed. The mother and five children 
sleep together with what they have, while the 
father keeps a fire with chips gathered from 
the range.

BIG STOREHOUSE TO BE CONSTRUCTED. 


Three Great Railroad Companies Are In- 
terested in the Venture, 

Nxw York, Jan. 5.—A large and thoroughly 
equipped storeheuse ig to be erected in a few 
months on the Paillion estate at the foot of 
Bridge street, Brooklyn. The principal par- 
ties interested in it are said to be the New 
York Central, New Jersey Central, and Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western roads, The 
capital stock has been placed at $1,000,000, 
with bonds of $750,000, The new ware- 
house will be larger than any heretofore 
erected, and will contain enormous elevators 
capable of lifting cars and their contents to 
any floor in the building.

Large docks will be built out into the East 
River in front of the property and over these 
docks cars will be run directly from floats 
into the warehouses. The system will do 
away with the rehandlmg of goods, now in 
vogue, and enable shippers in all parts of the 
country to send their goods to Brooklyn con- 
sumers direct without the necessity of having 
the cars opened before reaching their final 
destination.

CORRECTS NELSON MORRIS’ STATEMENT. 


Dr. Salmon Declares There Is No Pleuro- 
Paeumonia in this Country. 

Wasnreeton, D. C., Jan. 5.—The attention 
of Dr. Salmon, Chief of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry of the United States, Department of 
Agriculture, was calied today toa paragraph 
in an interview with Nelson Morris of Chi- 
cago, in which Mr. Morris is reported to have 
said: Cattlemen know there is no pleuro- 
pneumonia to speak of in this country.“ “ If 
Mr. Morris, said Dr. Salmon, used the 
precise words attributed to him in 
that interview, he made use, I can- 
not but suppose, through inadvertence, 
of an expression calculated to mislead. In 
view of the readiness of the enemies of our 
liye stock export trade to excite prejudice 
against the sanitary condition of our cattle 
the statement is liable, I fear, seriously to in- 
jure our live stock interests abroad. No one 
ought to be better satisfied than Mr. Morris 
and the cattlemen to Whom he refers that 
there is not, and has not been, a single case 
of pleuro-pneumonia in the United States for 
nearly three years. Either Mr. Morris has 
been misquoted or, as I said before, he made 
use of the expression attributed to him 
through inadvertence, but it is inadvertence 
of a kind that might prove costly to our cat- 
tle interests. 


MEASURES TO INCREASE THE REVENUE. 


Beer and Whisky Tax Bills to Be Consid- 
éred by Wilsen’s Committee. 

Wasuinetos, D. C., Jan. 5.—Chairman 
Wilson will call a meetmg of the Ways and 
Means committee as soon as a quorum of the 
members arrives to consider several impor- 
tant measures before that committee. The 
foremost of these contemplates an increase of 
the revenues of the government by raising the 
internal revenue tax on various articles, 
Representative Pence of Colorado intro- 
duced a resolution previous to the 
holiday recess calling for information 
from the Treasury Department as 
to the amount which would be realized from 
putting a tax on beer and increasing the tax 
on whisky. The resolution will be one of the 
first subjects taken up, as there is a growing 
feeling among members of the committee 
that some plan of increasing the revenue of 
the government must be devised and put in 
the form of law before the long recess begins. 
Representative Money’s bill to raise the tat 
on beer will be considered in the same con- 
nection. Another measure to be considered 
ia the bill to take off the one-tenth differen- 
tial on sugar. This differential has stirred 
Germany, France, Denmark, Belgium, and 
other countries to take retaliatory measures 
against American commerce. 


RIVAL OF OHAUTAUQUA SOHOOL. 


Presbyterian Winona Assembly and Sum- 
mer Resort Is Urganized, 


InptaNaporis, Ind., Jan. 5.—|Special. }— 
Indiana will havea Chautauqua summer re- 
sort which, it is intended, shall eventually 
rival the New York association.

liminary canvass of the House on the pending 
currency bill has been made. One of the 
Democratic members of the Banking and 
Currency committee who is favorable to the 
bill is authority for the statement that the 
canvass shows a total of 124 votes for the 
bill, considerably short of the number neces- 
sary to pass it. Congressman Springer says 
that such canvasses as have been made are in- 
formal and inexact. He will give no figpres, 
as he says the purpose has not been to learn 
who will vote for the bill, but who are against 
it, in order that objections may be met and, 
if possible, overcome. Other members in- 
terested in the manugement of the 
bill profess to know nothing of 
an exact canvass. It is undoubtedly true, 
however, that a pretty close count has been 
made, with the result just stated. There are 
so many propositions, substitutes, and amend- 
ments pending that it is probable any canvass 
would fail to show the vote under the many 
varying circutastar ces which may be pre- 
sented. The wide margin for difference on a 
canvass is indicated by the estimate of a 
member, based on a canvass by State delega- 
tions, that the bill would pass by a majority 
of 20. It is also pointed out that the vote of 
124, while short of a majority when the full 
membership of the House is present, is a 
reasonably strong vote when many members 
are absent. 

The debate on the currency bill was begun 
in the House today by Mr. Boatner (Dem., 
La.), who expressed surprise at the opposi- 
tion to the measure which had developed on 
the Democratic side of the House. He paid 
a tribute to the abilities of Secretary Cartisle 
and dwelt upon the duty of supporting him, 
which, he said, rested upon the Democrats. 

In the course of the speech Mr. Bland 
(Dem., Mo.) put several questions to show 
the administration had adopted a goid policy, 
and finally declared its financial platform was 
a fraud if there was no intention of carrying it 
out, asserting that platforms should mean 
something. 

Mr. Boatner replied it was useless to revive 
free silver as a factor of the currency ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Bland retorted: ‘‘You can’t run the 
Democratie party on Republican lines and no 
mugwump can clavate its policy. 

Cockran Attacks the Measure. 


There was the usual filling of seats and gal- 
leries when Mr. Cockrau (Dem., N. XI.) rose 
in the first aisle on the Democratic side and 
deplored that the tendency to treat the meas- 
ure as a party one was likely to wreck it on 
the rocks of political expediency. He de- 
clared an agitation without result 
which would ruffle restored business 
tranquillity had better be dropped. 
He contended that the laws controlling eco- 
nomic questions were immutable and to obey 
them was to bring blessings ; to ignore them, the 
reverse. We can, he declared, no more affect 
the economic laws by our legislation than we 
can by the same means affect the laws govern- 
ing the seasons. Ancient astrology was no 
more absurd than the double standard, but 
when we reflected that this generation had al- 
lowed its daily affairs to be atfected by the 
nonsense of impostors our charity toward the 
aticients broadened and our sympathy was 
touched by the sight of our own people listen- 
ing to men who said the payment of wages in 
a bad dollar was better than in a good dollar, 
and that taxation was the handmaid of pros- 
perity. 

»IJam not one, Mr. Cockran continued, 
‘‘who pretends that prosperity can be forged 
in this chamber or by the law of the land. I 
believe ali the law and gospel on the subject 
of political economy were revealed to the 
first nian when a just God told him that By 
the sweat of his brow he must earn his bread,’ 
Prosperity was in the earth, and charlatans 
who said they had it in their clothes or their 
brains and who had cursed the country for 
twenty-five years, it was the chief object of 
his speech to oppose.”’ 

Would Hurt Trade, 


Taking up the banking and currency bill he 
spoke briefly of the ciaims of the committee 
that it would promote the ends of trade. He 
declared instead of promoting it would 
prevent, forbid, and obstruct the very thing 
it was hoped it would accomplish. For local 
and domestic purposes, Mr. Cockran said, he 
would not be afraid of silver as a standard of 
value, but his objection to it was based on the 
fact that throughout the world everything is 
measured by gold, ana even if we had a local 
or national silver standard the products of 
the farmer and of other producers must ulti- 
mately, after all, be measured by the uni- 
versal standard. The hand of government 
had been disastrous to commerce and he was 
appealing to the House to turn back to sound 
principles, where money was based on prop- 
erty. All that banking meant was to increase 
the capital that could be used in commerce, 

Jam opposed to any tax on currency,” 
he replied, to a question concerning the 10 
per cent tax on State bank issues. It is 
like taxing blood, like taxing the speed of a- 
locomotive; it would be to tax everything 
valuable, to retard progress. As to the 
pending bill, so far as it provided that money 
should be based on property, it was sound, 
but its provisions would nullify its object. If 
it became law it would fall still-born; not one 
note wouid be issued under it intwenty years. 
It would be a monument to the folly of the 
Congress which foilowed the Sherman act by 
another makeshift, While the greenback 
had its uses and the Greenbacker was unjust- 
ly characterized asa crank, these bills had 
served their proper functions and should be 
taken out of our currency. He spoke of the 
McKinley law and a defective financial sys- 
tem as the cause of the panic last year. 


Tilt with Boutelle, 


Mr. Boutelle remarked that at the last elec. 
tion the people did not indorse the view of 
Mr. Cockran as to the McKinley law. 

I have my own views,”’ said Mr. Cockran, 
“as to the results of the last election. I do 
not think the Democratic party was in that 
canvass. There was, continued Mr. Cock. 
ran, * something masquerading as the Dem- 
ocratic party which the American people 

round under their heel. But there was no 
emocratic party in that can vass. 

A low ripple of applause on the Democratic 
side greeted this statement. That truth, 
said Mr. Boutelle, “does not command ap- 
plause even on the Democratic side,”’ 

I do not recall.“ answered Mr. Cockran, 
“of ever hearing a truth applauded on the 
Republican side.“ 

In reply to a question, Mr. Cockran said he 
favored the Baltimore plan in its entirety, 
What lam seeking is a system that will 
divorce commerce from the government.“ 

Mr. Catchings (Dem., Miss.) said the up- 
shot of Mr. Cochran’s speech was to adopt 
the Baltimore pian and thus turn his back on 
the Treasury, leaving it to take care of itself. 
He spoke .in support of the soundness of 
State banks. The assertion that State bank 
supporters of the South and West, those who 
demanded more money, represented people 
who had nothing to exchange for money was 
erroneous. There was not enough money for 
the banks to supply the needs of his section. 

At the close of his speech the House voted 
not toconcur in the Senate amendments to 
the military academy appropriation bill and 
then at 5:30 the House adjourned, 


SOUTHERN MEMBERS ARE IN REVOLT. 


Rumors That They Will Not Be Bound by 
Action of the Caucus. 

Wasninaroyn, D. C., Jan. 5.—There appears 
to be little or no opposition to the Democratic 
House caucus on the currency question to be 
held Monday. It was reported today that 
some Southern members would refuse to en- 
ter the caucus or to be bound by its action. 
Mr. Holman, Chairman of the Caucus com. 
mittee, said: “I think the attendance will 
be general, even though some mem bers may 
not entirely agree with the sentiment of the 
caucus majority on what ought to be done. 
A House caucus is for conference and advice, 
and does not bind members on their 
votes or action.” Chairman Springer 
of the Currency committee said he 
had heard of no opposition to the caucus, He 
thought the feeling was general in favor of it. 
Representative Bland said he had not signed 

for.a caucus, but he would

Ihe commission is to 
be non-partisan, and is to consider legislation 
to meet the problems of labor, agriculture, 
and capital. The bill authorizes the appoint- 
ment by the President of tive commigsioners 
representing labor, five representatives of ag- 
Each group 
of five is to choose two more members, inak- 
ing seven in each group and twenty-one in ail. 
The commission is to meet in Washington, 


elect its officers, and each group is to have 
‘the services of a lawyer and a secretary. 


Provisions ofthe Bill 


The bill provides that it shall be the duty 
of this commission to investigate questions 
pertaining to immigration, to labor, to agri- 
culture, and to business. and recommend to 
Congress such legislation as it may deem best 
upon these subjects. It shall furnish such in- 
formation and suggest such laws as may be 
made the basis for uniform legislation by the 
various States in order to harmonize conflict- 
ing interests and to be equitable to the labor- 
er, the employer, the producer. and the con- 
sumer, The commission shall receive peti- 
tions and grant reasonable time for hearings 
on subjects pertaining to its duties, and, if 
deemed necessary, it shall appoint a sub- 
commission or commissions to make investi- 
gation in any part of the United States, and it 
shall be allowed expenses for the same.“ 

The expenses of tne large number of Com- 
missioners, clerks, stenographers, lawyers, 
ete., proposed by the bill, has raised a ques- 
tion against the bill and has brought out Mr. 
Phillips’ offer to protect the government to 
the extent of $250,000 out of his own pocket 
against the expenses of the officers and em- 
pioyés of the commission. The special com- 
mittee having the bill in charge expect to 
consider the bill and perhaps grant hearings 
on it at an egrly day. 

Representative Phillips was seen this even- 
ing, and said: I did not make this statement 
as reported, but in conversation with a friend 
in regard to the bill the expense of the com- 
mission was mentioned. Then I alluded to 
the great cost attending the recent coal and 
coke strikes and the more recent railroad 
strikes; not only the loss of property and 
many millions of dollars in money, but also 
the loss of life, and stating the cost 
of the bill should not de con- 
sidered; that, in fact. if I were able 
I would be willing to pay the salaries 
of the commission proposed, which would 
amount to $240,000, or in round numbers 
a quarter of a million dollars, and that J 
would be willing to pay such a sum provided 
the commission proposed would be the begin- 
ning of a solution of this great industrial 

roblem, which is pressing for solution in 

Zzurope as well as in America. If a commis- 
sionsuch as is proposed should avert one 
strike such as those referred to its cost should 
not be considered. I should be very sorry to 
hold out such an inducement as the payment 
of money for the passage of this bill or any 
other one, and would not consider such an 
argument in its favor.“ 


RULINGS OF THE PENSION BUREAU, 


New Decisions Are Promulgated Affecting 
Attorneys and Claimants. 

Wasnineron, D. C., Jan. 5.—Several rul. 
ings affecting the practice of the Pension Bu- 
reau have been promulgated by Assistant 
Secretary Reynolds ot the Interior. In a 
case arising in Rhode Island the department 
holds that an agent appointed bya State to 
prosecute, without cost to applicants, claims 
for pensions against the United States is in- 
titled to the recognition accorded any other 
agent or attorney. Once recognized, 
so long as he conforms to the rules of 

ractice, he will be protected by them. 

hen in a claim for increuse an order for a 
medical examination is not obeyed, the attor- 
ney will be notified of the fact, and unless sat- 
isfactory explanation of the failure to report 
for examination is made within ninety days 
from the date of notice, the attorney will be 
held to be in neglect and his attorney’s fee 
is forfeited. In case where there is evidence 
showing open and notorious illicit cohabita- 
tion on the part of the claimant without proof 
of the existence of the offense at the 
time of contemplation, the Pension Bu- 
reau will hereafter allow -pensions to 
continue for one year from the date 
of filimg the application. The department 
also decided the right of a surviving partner 
in a firm of attorneys prosecuting pension 
cases, Judge Reynolds holds that where such 
a firm has been prosecuting a claim and one 
of the attorneys dies before the completion 
of the claim, the surviving partner will not 
be required to obtain a new power of attor- 
ney in his own behalf to entitle him to rec- 
ognition in thatclaim. Accordingly he will 
be allowed to proceed with the case in the 
name of the firm. The contract entered into 
in such cage, it is cited, remains an entire con-

JEWS WANT TO LYNOH SOHATZKIN, 


Riot by Unemployed Men and Women 
Near Passaic, N. J. 

Passaic, N. J., Jan. 5.— Michael F. Burns, 
a wealthy coal dealer in New York, recently 
bought a tract of land on Garfield and Boa- 
gart Heights, a settlement on the Bergen 
County sideof the Passaic River, opposite 
this city, and built seventy-five houses on it. 
As fastas the cottages were completed they 
were rented to Russian and Polish Jews. With 
the advent of these foreigners the Garfield 
Clothing company was incorporated. 
Schatzkin manager of the land company, 
is also at the head of the clothing company, 
and to secure tenants for the company’s 
houses he offered free transportation and 
promised the Jewish families steady employ- 
mentin the clothing factory. Up to two 
weeks ago work was plentiful; then it sudden- 
ly dropped off and the factory was closed, 
The people were destitute, and clamored for 
an opportunity to earn enough to keep the 
wolf from the door. Becoming weary of 
Schatzkin’s promises a committee was sent 
to him with instructions to tell the manager 
that unless work was furnished his employés 
their furniture would be packed and shipped 
to New York at his expense. con- 
ference was unsatisfactory and when the 
committee reported that Schatzkin would 
offer no relief the people became 
enraged and stormed the manager's 
home, Men and women, armed with scissors, 
knives, pistols, and clubs, surrounded the 
house. They finally forced their way in and 
made Schatzkin a prisoner. Judge Readco 
of Garfield was informed thata riot was in 
progress and he hastened to the piace and 
reed the riot act tothe mob. The crowd then 
dispersed. The crowd was formidably armed 

one man carried a rope, with which his 
companions said they intended hanging 
Schatzkin, Judge Readcoswore in a number 
of citizens as Deputy Marshals and headed by 
Constable Emmons they arrested five of the 
ringieaders and locked them up in the Hack- 
ensack jail. Six of the deputies 
Schatakin's house last night. The manager 
and his famiiy are much alarmed and de.

The following paper was presented and 
placed on file by unanimous vote: 

Cutcaao, Jan. 3, 1895.—We, the undersigned 
members of the grand jury, do hereby certify 
that the charges made by the Chicago Times 
against State's-Attorney Kern were fully sus. 
tained by the evidence, but that in law they did 
not constitute an offense for which Mr. Kern 
could be indicted. 

The matter was filed, Foreman Edwards 
said, because the jury bad said all it had to 
say in the Kern case in its special report. The 
paper was unsigned anc still remains so. 

Capt. Hartnett and Capt. Kane were on 
hand yesterday to testify, but were told they 
were not wanted and left. The particular 
case which was to have come up was on a bail 
bond charge made by Pauline Sheldon and 
Frankie Fox. 3 

An ind ctment was voted against Division 
Superintendent Judson of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy railroad yesterday charg- 
ing him with criminal carelessness in connec- 
tion with a railroad accident at Riverside re- 
cently, in which Ida Schultz was killed, The 
matter was afterward reconsidered and a 
„% no bill“ voted. Judge Goggin had said he 
would immediately discharge Judson on a 
habeas corpus proceeding if he was indicted. 

The grand jury returned sixty-seven indict- 
ments with its final report. The majority of 
these were of little public importance, 
Michael and Anthony Raggio and Eugene 
Sullivan were indicted for the alleged mur- 
der of Robert Davis. Davis kicked a dog 
belonging to one of the men on Clark street 
one day last December and a quarrel resulted, 
during which Davis was shoi and killed. 

Kate Rabalski was indicted ona charge of 
assault with intent to kill Mary Schochinski. 
The indictment observes that compiainant 
was assaulted with “half a gallon of hot 
water, the same being a deadly and dangerous 
weapon. 

Mathew J. Cahiil was indicted on a charge 
of criminal libel. Heis accused of having 
published articles in a paper called the Pilot 
derogatory to the reputation of Detective 
James Storen of the Central Station. 

Wiliam Dryfoss was indictea on a charge 
of larceny: He is accused of stealing 100,- 
000 canceled United States postage stamps, 
valued at one cent each, from Charies Dry- 


foss. 

Ano bill“ was returned as to C. F. Will- 
ia ms, charged with larceny. Williams was 
accused ot opening the safe of Kissam & Co., 
No. 125 Dearborn street, Dec. 17 and taking 
therefrom $46 and some valuable papers. 
He was arrested ten days later. There was 
absolutely no evidence to substantiate the 
charge against Wiiliams, who formerly had 
been in the employ of Kissam & Co., and the 
grand jury promptly voted a no bill.“ 


Report of the Grand Jury. 


Following is the substance of the grand jury 
report: 

The grand jury spent four days in the inveseti- 
gation of alleged illegal practices in connection 
with the elections of November, 1894, and has 
returned sixty indictments as the result of those 
investigations. 

Three days’ time was spent in the investigation 
of complaints relative to the administration of 
the office of State’s-Attorney, in which au in- 
vestigation of the grand jury was ably assisted 
by Arthur J. Eddy as special State’s-Attorney. 

The grand jury also investigated so far as pos- 
sible the gambling-houses, bucket-shops, and 
lottery schemes in the county and recommends 
that the matter be referred to the next grand 
jury, owing to the fact that this grand jury had 
not the time at its disposal to fully investigate. 
The witnesses subpoenaed by the grand jury, in a 
majority of cases, obtained information of the 
fact that they were to be subpcnaed 
before they could be served and got 
out of the way, but from the examination 
of those who were served it was 
evident to the grand jury that money had been 
subscribed for protection, although the witnesses 
asserted their legal rights and refused to divulge 
any names unless guaranteed immunity from 
punishment. There was not sufficient time at 
the disposal of the grand jury to make the 
proper recommendation to the court in order 
that the necessary order — be entered, and it 
therefore determined to refer the matter to their 
successors. 

There are 202 cells in the Cook County Jail, of 
which twelve are used for bathrooms and dun- 
geons, leaving 190 cells for the use of prisoners 
constructed to accommodate 380 persons. This 
doés not include the debtors’ department, where 
there are six cells to be occupied by debtors only 

ed by statute. Upon examination 
records of the ,jail we find con- 
fined therein 603 persons, as follows: 
In the men’s department, 464, capacity, 272; 
boy’s department, 105, capacity, 96; female de- 
partment, 34. capacity, 32. This condition of 
affairs necessitates in the male department the 
confinement in nearly every cell of four men, and 
as the cells are only eight feet long, six feet wide, 
and eight feet high, and two persons have 
to sleep on the floor of the cell, it is 
manifest that such a condition is deleterious to 
the health of those confined and not subservient 
of good discipline. The sewerage of the jail is 
also inferior and requires reconstructing. The 
clerk's office is situated over the laundry of the 
jail, from which steam and dampness penetrate 
the offices and render them both unheaithful and 
uncomfortable. In addition they are cramped 
and ill-adapted for the purpose. and 
should a time reak out 
in the laundry of the jail the 
record of the jail would be in danger and all es- 
cape for the occupants practically cut off. The 
rand jury, thefefore, recommends that the 
ounty Commissioners should take immediate 
steps to have a new wing constructed on the 
iene street site of the old Detention Hos- 
pi 

The next grand jury will be called a week 

from tomorrow.

ODELL WANTS A UNIVERSITY MAN. 


Blixt’s Attorney Develops His Defense 
with Federal Judges Aid. 

Mrywezapo.tis, Minn., Jan. 6.—[Special.]— 
It seems that Flint is not the only hypnotist 
whom Blixt's attorney has consulted in regard 
to his client’s defense. Shortly before he 
wrote to Flint at La Crosse he secured an 
interview with Dean Sudduth of the State 
University and wanted him to appear as a 
witness for the defense, probably to show that 
Blixt was hypnotized. The dean refused to 
have anything to do with it, not only because 
he did not wish to become mixed up with the 
affair, but because he stated plainly and em- 
phatically to Blixt’s attorney that to the best 
of his knowledge and belief hypnotism and 
crime had no connection with each other in 
any case. ° 

Prof. Reynolds, a hypnotist of New York 
City, arrived in Minneapolis last evening for 
the purpose of hypnotizing Claus Blixt, the 
murderer of Miss Ging. e will remain here 
for several days, and during that time will be 
admitted to the cell of Biixt, where he will 
put the latter under hypnotic control, A ste- 
nographer will be present during the meeting 
and every word Blixt utters will be taken 
down in shorthand. Prof. Flint will be kept 
away from Blixt and Prof. Reynolds until 
latter has had the first chance to exert con- 
trol. Then Flint will be admitted with the 
accompanying stenographer. The result of 
the two separate meetings will be compared 
to show that the control was authentic. By 
these experiments it is proposed to show 
Blixt is subject to psychical force, and 
he was under the control of Harry Haywa 
when he committed the crime. 

La Crossz, Wis., Jan. 5.—Herbert L. 
Flint, the hypnotic expert, has received an- 
other letter from R. R. Odell of Minneapo- 
lis, the attorney for Claus Biixt, who killed 
Miss Ging. Odell more particularly outlines 
his defense and among other things says: 

I have a full and complete statement from 
Blixt as to the hypnotic, mesmeric, and psycho- 
logical direction leading up to the act which re- 
suited in the victim's death. This I would read 
over carefully to Mr. Fiint and then based on the 
examination of Mr. Flint as an expert witness 
hyvotheticai questions could be put to him and 
intelligent answers made eductei from 
the history of the case. can- 
not tell now the i exact date when 
the trial of Biixt will take place. Both cases 
are set for the 2lst of this month, but the Blixt 
case I am going to try to put over the term until 
April, and then cet it for a day certain in that 
term. I went over the whole line of my 
defense with Judge Thomas of the United States 
District Court, District of North Dakota, whom 
I met in St. Paul while he was en route to 
Kansas, and after two hours’ conversation with 
him he became thoroughly convinced that my 
position was tenable, and offered certain valua- 
ble suggestions and told me he would watch the 
case with a great deal of interest. 

Mr. Flint will leave for Minneapolis Sun- 
day morning. 


MOMSEN IS FREE OF THE OHARGE, 


Case Against the Cashier of the Plaukin- 
ton Bank Is Dismix<sed. 

Mriuwavuxzz, Wis., Jan. 5.—[Special. |—Dis- 
trict-Attorney Hammel this afternoon signal- 
ized his last day in office by entering a nolle 
in the cases which have been pending fora 
year and a haif against William’ Momsen, the 
cashier of the defunct Plankinton Bank. Mr. 
Momsen was indicted with F. T. Day, Will- 
iam Plankinton, Judge Jenkins, Eugene 8. 
Eiliott, Charles Clason, and Francis Noyes 
by the first grand jury which was called to 
consider the bank cases in June, 1893. 
Momsen was before the grand jury and was 
one of the most valuable witnesses. He was 
a willing witness, and told all he knew about 
the bank’s affairs at the time. He had been 
cashier of the bank only since Jan. 1, 1893, 
to the, time of its failure in May. He had 
never attended a meeting of the directors of 
the bank, and the jury at first refused to re- 
turn a bill against him. The report was pre- 
pared on July 10, but was not presented to 
the court until the morning of July 12. That 
morning there wasa hurried consultation of 
the jury, and Momsen’s name was inserted in 
ink on the typawritten report, chargmg him 
with fraudulently receiving deposits. 11 was 
the opinion of the District-Attorney at the 
time that he should not have been 
indicted. District-Attorney Hammel said 
tonight in explanation of this action: 
T have all along believed the case against 
Cashier Momsen weak, and I intended to en- 
ter a nolle some time ago but refrained from 
doing so simply to ry | an army of the 
friends of Plankinton and Day from besieg- 
ing me with requests that the cases against 
them be nolled also.“ The affair has created 
considerable talk, and there is much specula- 
tion as to what the incoming District-Attor- 
ney will do with the cases against the other 
indicted bankers. The men are all promi- 
nent, and pressure has been brought to bear 
to have the prosecution stopped.

REPUBLIOAN EXEOQUTIVE OOMMITTEE 
OUT FOR OIVIL SBRVIOR 


Fair Elections and Capable Adminjstration 
Seem Attainable Only Through a Leg- 
islative Act Enforcing the Merit System

I sincerely hope 
the Legislature will be alive to the spirit of the 
times and give the people the legislation they 
desiré on the subject. I have felt for a long time 
that the merit system was the only solution of 
the problem, and I am convinced public sunti- 
ment is now strong enough to sustain appropri- 
ate action by the General Assembly. 

George B. Swift, apparently the choice of 
the Republican party as its Mayoralty candi- 
date, gave his hearty approval to the 1 
ure of the committee and is a member of the 
subcommittee to go to Springfield to ad vo- 
cate these reform measures, Chairman Smyth 
named the following as the committee:

USE GRANITE, BRIOK, OR ASPHALT. 


Council Special Committee on Street Pav- 
ing Hears a Lengthy Report. 

The Council Special Committee on Street 
Paving listened to a voluminous report yes- 
terday on the question of street paving in the 
Unitea States and Europe. No recommenda- 
tions are mude except in a general way. 
report says in part: 

Chicago should adopt a well-digested. care- 
fully-prepared plan of street pavement. For the 
central! business district there should be selected 
a material suitable to the uirement of the 
traffic and only that kind of paving should be 
permitted on those streets. The same should be 
true on the residence and semi-business streets. 
The result of the experience of all the cities in 
this country indicates that only three kinds of 
pavement have answered ali conditions and all 

uirements. They are brick, granite block, 
asphalt. Other materials are still in the ex- 
perimental stage. Brick has been used and tried 
extensively and may be said to be satis- 
factory for streets where there is but 
slight traffic. It has not been extensively 
used in larger cities. ( pavement has 
been used to some extent, brt experience in 
Chicago with Michigan boulevard and Washing- 
ton boulevard, both highest types of the Teiford 
method, proves that this system is too 1 
especially with regard to maintenance for gen- 
eral use. Macadam and wood have been both de- 
clared failures. The results of experiments in 
New York, London, and Paris show that the best 
form of granite — is a block varying from 
ten to thirteen inchesin length; three in 
width, and seven to nine inches dee

FOSTER SAYS HIS MISSION IS PRIVATE, 


Will Act Only as Adviser to the Chinese 
Peace Commissioners. 
‘Vancovuvgr, B. C., Jan. 5.—John W. Foster, 
ex-Secretary of State of the United States, 
who is now here awaiting the sailing of the 
Empress of India for Japan, today said his 
mission here has been much misrepresented. 
At the request of the Chinese Government he 
consented to act as counsel to the Chinese Peace 
Commissior ers and expected to meet the two 
officials at Kobe. The negotiations would be 
carried on at Hiroshima, tne present head - 
quarters of the Japanese army and temporary 
seat of government. He (Foster) did not 
expect to be allowed to attend the sittings of 
the Peace Cor. missioners, as all deliberations 
would be carried on in private, He will 
simply act as cougsel and adviser in the 
matter and altogether ina private capacity, 
his appointment not being conmected in any 
way with the United States Government. Re- 
garding the iength of his absence Mr. Foster 
was unable to give any opinion and declined 
to discuss the probable terms of settlement. 


SAYS TURKEY FOSTERS THE ARMENIANS. 


Official Statement Denying Their Alleged 
Vexations Trestment. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Jan. 5.—The following 
official telegram has been received at the 
Turkish Legation in this city dated at Con- 
stantinople: 

Certain newspapers have maintained lately the 
number of Armenians in Turkey reaches many 
millions, and they are badly treated. Both as- 
sertions are absolutely false. According to the 
most reliable statistics the Armenians living in 
Turkey are a little over 900,000, of whom 
200.000 are established in Constantinople. 
Those Armenians who reside in the provinces 
are distributed all over the country 80 
that nowhere do they constitute the majority of 
the population. The faet is acknowledged even 
by Turkey’s detractors that the Ottoman Armeni- 
ans have schools and a literature, which not only 
proves they are not exposed to vexatious treat- 
ment, but on the contrary, the Turkish Gov- 
ernment favors their institutions, wishes them 
to preserve their language and nationality, and 
has secured their well being.

Western passenger affairs are beginning to 
emerge from their cave of gloom, and pros- 
pects are now good for a settlement of exist- 
ing troubles. But few of the passenger traf- 
fic officials looked for a favorable reply to 
their proposition submitted to the Canadian 
Pacitic people Friday evening. While it was 
known that the Canadian Pacific had become 
exceédingly weary of the immigrant rate and 
desired a cessation of hostilities, no one ex- 
pected that it was prepared to accept the 
other condition—namely: the acceptance of 
the differential rates as agreed upon in this 
city a week or two ago and to 
become a party to a general trans- 
continental agreement. Much Fratiflca- 
tion was therefore expressed by the passenger 
traffic officials of the Western roads, when a 
dispatch was received from General Passen- 
ger Agent McNicoll announcimg the accept- 
ance by his company of the conditions sub- 
mitted tu him by telegraph Friday evening. 
He suggests the issuance of simultaneous no- 
tice Jan. 7 to make the new immigrant. rate 
agreement effective Jan. 14. Excessive com- 
mission payments toimmigrant and steam- 
ship agents must be discontinued on and 
after that date, Even the lar authorized 
°¢om mission is to be materially reduced. This 
will save many thousands of dollars to rail- 
way companies, and the revenues of immi- 
grant steamship agents will be corre. 
spondingly reduced. 

Chairman Cald well left for Montreal last 
evening to confer with the passenger traffic 
officials of the Grand Trunk and Canadian 
Pacific and arrange the details for transact- 
ing the immigrant business under the new 
agreement. The Grand Trunk is likely to 
put in some objections, as it does not approve 
of the differential rate allowed the Canadian 
Pacific, but as it has to depend upon the 
Western lines for an outlet to points in the 
West and Northwest and to the Pacific coast, 
it will dave to accept whatever concessions 
the Western lines may choose to grant it. 

The question of withdrawing the boycott 
against Union Pacific tickets at Denver and 
Ogden by the Burlington, Rock Island, and 
Rio Grande is the most serious problem yet 
to be solved.

HE DISOHARGES PRISONER HAMPTON 


Judge Buckwalter Refuses to Turn the 
Preacher Over to Kentutky. — 

CMN NAT, O., Jan. 5.—Judge Buck walter 
today delivered an opinion in the case of the 
extradition of the Rev. A. 8. Hampton, col- 
ored, demanded by Kentucky for shooting 
and wounding a Mr. Dunham in Green Coun. 
ty. When Hampton was first before the court 
his Honor bad refused to deliver him unless 
he had assurance from the Governor of Ken- 
tucky and from the Judge of the trial court 
that Hampten would be protected 
from mob  violen@ée and that he 
would be given a fair trial. The 
court said no such &ésurance had been re- 
ceived. He found both the indictment and 


the requisition defective in form, but on the 


broader ground of securing the rights of the 
prisoner the court held that he was justified 
in refusing to surrender Hampton. ‘The pre- 
sumption that he would die without Icgal 
process if sent back had not been rebutted by 
proof of anz kind. The court cited statistics 
of nineteen lynchings in Kentucky within a 
comparatively short tims and recalled the 
fact that one of the victims bad been sur- 
rendered by this court. The court 
felt the obligation to perform a 
moral duty in this case which could 
not be enforced by mandamus or other pro- 
ceedings. He was willing to remand the 
prisoner upon proper indictment and requisi- 
tion if the Governor or other authorities had 

rovided a force to protect him from vio- 
ence and insure an impartial trial, This had 
not been done and the court felt Sound to 
discharge the prisoner. So mueh interest 
was i in the case that other Judges 
left their benches to listen to the delivery of 
the court’s decision. 


TO TURN O10EK0 INTO A OITY. 


Petitions to Be Circulated Among the Resi 
dents of the Town ; 
Petitions will soon be circulated in Cicero 
for the signatures of those who wish to change 
the government of that suburb from an incor- 
porated town toacity. This was decided at 
a conference of representatives of the differ- 
ent parts of the town held Friday evening at 
the Prairie club in Oak Park. Those present 
at the conference were not unanimous in the 
opinion that it would be wise to organize a 
city, but all were agreed that Cicero had out- 
— the special charter granted it by the 
gisiature more than twenty-five years ago, 
and a municipal government that was 
fitted fora seattered community of 1,200 
people was entirely inadequate tora rapidly 
growing town of 20,000 inhabicvants. It was 
thought, however, that the circulation of peti- 
tions fora dity charter will bring the short. 
comings of the present form of government 
to the front, and that some change for the 
better would probably follow. At present the 
advocates fora city are mostly residents of 
the-smaller viliages of the town, who are un- 
ble to secure one of the seven ‘Trustees in 
whom is | the law-making power of the 
munieipality. With a city government and a 
division of the town into wards they think 
their interests would receive more attention. 
In the larger villages—Oak Park, Austin, 
idgeland, and Berwyn—no-:great interest has 
as yet been shown in the movement. 


STEAMSHIP NORTH LAND LAONOHED. 


Second of the Great Steel Passenger Ships 
Safely in the Water. 

Crzvaeianp, O., Jan. 5.—In the presence of 
thousands of spectators the new steel passen- 
gersteamship North Land was successfuily 
launched this afternoon. The vessel is a 
duplicate of the steamer Northwest. The 
North Land is 353 feet over all, 360 feet be. 
tween per bendiculars, 44 feet molded breadth, 
26 feet méided depth, and 34 feet 5 inches 
depth to spar deck. The vessel is built eu- 
tirely of steel. It will have twenty-eight 
Belleville water tube boilers, twin engines of 
the vertical quadruple type, designed to de- 
ve'op 8,500 horse-power each and to propel 
the vessel at an average speed of twenty 
statute miles an hour, with 195 pounds steam 
and 120 revolutions, electric plant in- 
cludes a search light of 100,000 candle power. 
The vessel will carry 442 cabinand 211 
steerage er andacrew of 150 men. 
The North Land will run between Buffalo, 
Cieveland, Mackinaw, and Duluth. 
about $750,000.

A. H. DARROW BAGE IN THE FOLD. 


He Pays His Fine hat a Violatiea and the 
Fight I. Settled, 


A. H. Darrow has decided to come back 
into the fold. He has sent a check in pay- 
ment of the fine which the Chicago Under- 
writers’ Association assessed against him for 
a violation of the rule limiting the commis- 
sions to be paid brokers for business brought 
into the office. This is a settlement of a long 
fight. and it leaves the way open to harmoni- 
ous and concerted action in the board in 


future, a thing which could scarcel 
have been the case had he contin- 
ued in his attitude towards it. The 


matter has been in the courts and has been 
fought out on two or three different lines 
since the original charge was brought against 
him in October of having paid 20 per cent 
commission to a broker when, under the 
rule, he should pay only 15 per cent. He 
was found guilty six weeks ago, but before a 
finé was imposed he secured an injunction 
from the courts restraining the board from 
either fining, suspending, or boycotting him.

Still full of fight and said he would never pay

NEW SCHOOL FOR SOUTH EVANSTON, . 


Building Completed at a Cost of $45,000 
to Be Opened Soon. 

South Evanston’s new school on Main 
street and Benson avenue is now completed, 
and it is to be formally opened next week. It 
has a front of 120 feet on Main street and 
88 feet on Benson avenue. The basement is 
of rock-faced Bedford stone and the upper 
stories are of buff pressed brick, with porticos 
on each street, and lintels and arches of chis- 
eled Bedford stone.

Thetwo main floors contain twelve large 
school-rooms, giving accommodation for 600 
pupils. Each room is equipped with real 
slate black boards and all the modern devices 
of school buildings. The interior work is en- 
tirely in oak with heavy oak beams in ceilings 
and mill construction in the main corridors. 
It is heated by steam from indirect radiators

New Scheme to Overcome Opposition of 


Wabash Avenue Property-Owners. 

Charles T. Yerkes and his loop builders 
have a new plan now by which they expect to 
circumvent the objections of Wabash avenue 
property-owners, Under the law, before a 
street can be taken for the purpose of a loop 
the consent ofa majority of the property- 
owners within a mile must be secured.

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New York Recorder: For one whole day I 
was a thief. I made the rounds of the large 


dry goods stores and picked up whatever I 


could without danger of detection. Had I 
been equipped with the skirt, pockets, and 
cloak generaliy worn by shoplifters my day’s 
huul would have been exceedingly remunera- 
tive, As it was, I litted articles to the 
amount of $22.48, 

I learned that the detective system in our 
large establishments is a failure. A few days 
ago I stood near a table covered with 
kerchiefs. It was a bargain sale, and there 
was a jam of women pushing and jostling to 
get near. On the outskirts of the crowd was 
a well-dressed, elderly woman, who, judging 
from appearances, had no occasion to steal. 
Several times she tried to reach the handker- 
chiefs, and finally was successful in picking 
out two to her liking. The salesgirl was very 
busy, so the woman was obliged to wait 
some time before being attended to.

My sensations by that time had experienced 
many changes. First, I had been in mental 
terror lest some one should see me, and then 
I gloried in the deftness with which I commit- 
ted the crime. In every instanve I found it 
easier to take an article than to replace it. 
No doubt it is so in many other cases. A 
woman, on the impuise of the moment, may 
be tempted to steal something close at hand; 
and, when repentance follows, there may be 
no opportunity to right the wrong.

fancy gimp, a little purse, a pair of stockings, 
and I repeated the handkerchief trick in the 
store where I had witnessed it the day before; 
a pair of valuable stick pins, a pair of gloves, 
a towel, or tried to, but found it too bulky; so 
little attention was shown me that I was 
tempted to try to secrete it in the inside 
pocket where I carry my notebook, but I 
thought better of it. did take a pair of 
dress shields, a card of hooks and eyes, and 
some embroidery silk, and by that time I con- 
cluded I had stolen enough. I had stolen 
articles in all of the big stores in the shopping 
district. 


First—I learned that one detective can only 
watch one suspect at a time. Meanwhile, in 
the jam about a bargain table, with from ten 
to fifty excited, hysterical women fighting 
for a chance to save two cents, an enterprie- 
ing woman with deft fingers and handy pock- 
ets can steal right and left and no one ever be 
the wiser.

Yet, why should well-dressed, well-educated, 
comfortably circumstanced women steal? Be- 
cause, as a rule, itis from asudden impulse 
to which they can give no name, Many per- 
sons, women and men, are born with a pro- 
＋ to steal. It is an hereditary failing.

Ido not doubt that many a shop- 
lifter pursues the calling simply because of 
the excitement, Once I interviewed a famous 
burglar and asked him why he took up such a 
calling.

I 
break into places just because it gives me 
keen pleasure to get in and out without being 
caught !”’

of the charges against the Armenians and to 
the guilt not only of the Koordish tribes. 
men, but of the Turkish irregulars. 
Creagh at the same time maintained that the 
Turkish regular forces in that campaign had 
maintain exemplary discipline and were 
uiltless of the offenses committed by their 
responsible auxiliaries, 


that the culminating horrors of that war took 
place, Bayazid is a smalitown with a cit- 
adel in Turkish Armenia, near the present 
Russian frontier. A small force of Russians 
had captured the town, but being pressed by 
a much larger force of  Koords 
and Turks retired to the citadel, 
where they were closely besieged 
for upwards of two months, until relieved by 
the advance of the Russian army of the Cau- 
casus. While they were besieged their ene- 
mies rioted in the town.

more faith in Turkish : veracity than is con- 
sistent with reason and experience, 

Many are asking at the present time, Who 
are the Koords? Living among thé mount- 
dins of old Assyria, it might be thought wee 
area remnant of masterful race whic 
inhabited the land in ancient times and ex- 
tended their dominion thence over all that was 
worth winning in Western Asia. But though 
rivaling the ancient Assyrians in stature, 
strength, and courage the Koordsdo not re- 
sembie them in physiognomy or in language 
or in national characteristics. The Assyrians 
knew not only how to conquer, but how to 
govern, but Koords are mere freebooters 
and vagabonds. They live in a country 
which approximates more and more to a 
desert the ionger they live in it, and in all 
their habits and instincts they are closer to 
the fiercer Mongolian races than to the semi- 
civilized nations around them. Still they are 
no more Mongolian than they are Semitic, so 
far as language and physique can be 
trusted to indicate their origin. They 
are the only examples of nomadic Aryans left 
in the world, and if they are truly typical of 
what all other Aryans once were great should 
be the thankfulness of the European nations 
that they are no longer in that stage of devel- 
opment. But it would be unfair to regard 
the Koords as an unmodified aboriginal type 
of humanity. In their present condition the 
are not simple children of Nature, thoug 
they are as barbarous as any race on earth.

After Dinner “ Comedy Relief,” 

That, by the way, is a very fair sample of 
the comedy relief of American after- 
dinner speéch.

It is only a few months 
since the strange phenomena! thing arose to 
startle all urope, but here it seems 
already forgotten. Nobody talks of it or 
thinks of it. It is ancient history, and as un- 
interesting to the millions whose peace seemed 
threatened by it as if it had happened a thou- 
sand years ago. So again with the late vol- 
canic upheaval in Chicago, with its riots, its 
incendiary fires, its pitehed hts, and its 
— cle of a vast civilized community in 
momentary paralysis. 

Somewhere down below, we may be sure of 
it, these fires still slumber. They will break 
out again and again and again, for the labor 
question is only at ite beginning here, and 
there are some huge problems to be solved be- 
fore we have done with it. Everybody is 
aware of this, but people are oddly calm and 
easy about it. They will deal with the mat- 
ter when the time comes. It will deal with 
itself, igang itself. “We foresee, 
we know, ut we have tbe ro- 
foundest confidence in our institutions. They 
go wrong somehow pretty often, but all will 
be well in the end. Let great nature work. 
Let her have her own way and develop in her 
own fashion. How can we hinder her?“ With 
this confidence there seems to be mixed up a 
good deal of indifferentism. Each commu- 
nity grows ite own dragons, and each commu- 
nity is expected to do its own fighting. Show 
a real calamity any where—a devastating flood 
or a devouring forest fire—and money and 
help flow in from every quarter. The heart is 
as open in a case like that and the aid forth- 
coming is as generous and immediate as it is 
in Eng 0 
But in these Tabor wars the interest New 
York takes in Chicago or Chicago takes in 
any other point as far removed does not seem 
to be more personal and alive than it would 
be if the events transacted themselves in Ger- 
many or Russia. Perhaps the mere physical 
size of the country has somethmg to do with 
this, and perhaps the same fact of size may 
account for the other fact that the outbreaks 
themselves are-jocal and confined. 

Almost everything I observe confirms the 
first distinct impression that on the whole the 
great striking characteristic of the American 
people is patience, Its easy, long-suffer- 
ing endurance of the curable is the one 
thing which makes this Nation look dif- 
ferent from all others. They are rising now 
against official corruption, but the reve.ations 
made before the Lexow committee indicate a 
condition of things against which any other 
nation would have rebelled years ago. There 
never was anywhere under free institutions a 
body so shamelessly and daringly corrupt as 
that whose inner workings are now being laid 
open day by day. I learn that all who cared 
to know this knew it long ago, but they en- 
dured it, High-minded men knew it and dis- 
dained it. admitted and endured it. 

Even American patience has snapped at 
last. But would any other have endured the 
strain so long? For my own part I cannot 
find a satisfactory explanation of the truth 
which stares me in the face, nor can I find 
anybody who is of real help in the inquiry. 
One man tells me that the patience I speak 
of is the reault of indolence. But how can 
that be true of the most active and hustling 
people under heaven? Another man tells me 
it is nothnig more or less than a selfish ind if- 
ference. But how is that to be charged against 
a people who are themselves the sufferers and 
who are broverbially generous and alert? The 
suggestion that individual life is so ful and 
hurried that the day’s private work and pieas- 
ure absorbs the whole day’s energy may pos- 
sibly have a touch of truth in it. 


His “ Siumming ” Tour. 


The other night I was taken out to look at 
poverty, and was warned that I had dreadtul 
experiences before me. A city as big as New 
York must nevessarily under existing condi- 
tions include within its boundaries many peo- 
pie who find the struggle for existence bitter, 
but of poverty as I know of it in the slums of 
London, of Paris, and in a hundred other 
places I saw positively nothing. I went 
through Chinatown under the escort of a 
Mohawk Princess, a very charming and ami- 
able lady, who is engaged in Christian mis- 
sion work. I was shown and introduced to a 
number of American girls who have con- 
tracted marriages with Chinamen; and most 
of whom have jearned to smoke opium. The 
pipe and its paraphernalia were put in ei- 
dence twice or thrice; but nobody seemed

A young 
and ignorant layman made a halting show of 
conducting the meeti He boggled through 
a talk which was full of the common irrever- 
ence, crudity, and vainglory. He had been 
the chief of sinners, he said, and among other 
things he told us that the Lord haa been mer- 
cifully with him in his struggle against the 
baleful habit of smoking cigarets. He made 
a great point of this, and dwelt on it for two 
or three minutes. Several of his congrega- 
tion were drunk and snoring, and the rest 
were, of course, bored and uninterested. A 

erfunctory lady said, Praise the Lord,” at 
— and everywhere there was a woful 
laek of unction. 

‘There were none of the more galling signs 
of poverty here, but there were faces which 
were simply and merely terrible to look at. 
One only sees such faces in great cities— 
faces crushed out of human semblance al- 
most, so vile in color that they look bruised, 
so softened and relaxed with indulgence in 
base luxuries that they might have been mod- 
eledin oterripe frvit—ghastiy faces—sights 
and memories to make the heart ache. Not 
all were of this hopeless type, for some were 
as intelligent and alive as one 
could wish, and one. or two I sup- 
posed to have been drawn there by mere 
curiosity or idleness—they looked so distinct 
from the siattern crowd. They sanga hymn 
with gusto. Ithad a chorus which began: 
I'm the child of a King—I’m the child of a 
King.“ Adrunken, unbonnetted girl in the 
first row, with her red arms rolled up in her 
apron, said: Now let’s sing thirty-six, and 
then we'll go into the world again.’ 

I was asked to speak, and though I was re- 
luctant at first, I consented.

Pinero does not court famo—ti. e.: personal 
fame. Much as he is respected and liked by 


| those who know him well, the best of him is 


not selfishly retained in domestic preserves, 
nor ostentatiously displayed in smart social 
circles, but is given out lavishly to the play- 
going public, in dramas, comedies, and farces. 

Yet not alone upon attendance at perform- 
ances of his plore, is the public dependent for 
knowledge of his work. Mr. Pinero has been 
one of the first of his generation to adopt the 
— of —. plays in permanent book 

orm. He was long ambitious to introduce 

the system of having printed copies of plays 
ready for general circulation on the first night 
of their production. When The Times“ was 
brought out at Terry’s Theater, his ambition, 
so far as that particular work was concerned, 
was fulfilled. Since then all his principal 

lays, except The Second Mrs. Tanqueray,”’ 

ve been published in uniform edition. 
To students of the drama, the gen- 
eral adoption of the system advocated 
by Mr. Pinero would be a _ great 
gain. Moreover it would prevent interpola- 
tions and provide playwrights with an in- 
centive to bestow upon their works genuine 
literary value. 

Perhaps the most obvious feature of Mr. 
Pinero’s talent is versatility. Farce, comedy, 
drama, and tragedy—fancifully romantic, 
er satirical, pointedly comic, of 
sternly realistic—all leave his pen bearing 
the impress of a master hand, Yet it is the 
hand of one who is content to bea writer of 
plays and nothing more. Mr. Pinero is pre- 


eminently a workman who loves his craft for 


his orait’s sake, He is not moralist first and 
playwright afterwards. He has no mes- 
sage for the age, except the message that he 
finds written large, for him who runs to read 
in the hopes, joys, sorrows, loves, and 
struggles of the men and women who consti- 


tute his social environment. Above all things 
—and for this merey let us be thankful—Mr., 


Pinero’s works are devoid of cant. Neither 
the cant of naturalism nor romanticism, of 


optimism nor pessimism infects the pure at- 


mosphere of his dramatic compositions. 

That the leading British dramatic author of 
the day has no bee in his bonnet—no thesis to 
prove, no cause to propagate at the expense 
of truth and sacrifice of pure art—is shown by 
‘he light and playful nature of the majority 
of his works and the unstrained character of 
his two masterpieces: Ihe Profli 
and “The Second Mrs. Tanqueray. 
is noteworthy that Mr. Pinero wrote The 
Profligate,” as Mr. Malcolm Salaman in 
his introductory note to the play in its 
literary garb, has already informed us, to fit 
no particular theatrical company, and with- 
out fettering the free development of his 
ideas with any “exigencies of manageria! ex- 
pediency.”’ As for The Second Mrs. Tan- 
queray, we have the author's own word for 
it, that he never expected to find a manager 
of a leadi theater intrepid — to pro- 
duce it. ‘Yet on these two plays—should Mr. 
Pinero in the future give us no other to match 
or surpass them—his fame will always hang. 
It is delightful to think that both of them may 
be regaraed as the spontaneous expression of 
the author's truest dramatic sense, In them 
Mr. Pinero has given us vivid glimpses of 
some crucial situations of contemporaneous 
social life—situations in which women suffer 
and women pay. Both Leslie Brudenell and 
Paula Tanqueray, though atriking widely 
severed notes in the scale of feminine develop- 
ment, are worthy to rank for all time as types 
of nineteenth century womanhood. 

Leslie Brude neil is the pure-hearted, sweet- 
natured, ignorant school girl changed by 
the sudden knowledge of her husband’s real 
nature to an avenging spirit—a woman 
wrathful, outraged, though at heart loving 
and wifely still. Paula Tanqueray is also the 
woman in revolt. She, too, in her very dif- 
ferent circumstances and with her knowledge 
of the baser side of human nature, too deep 
for mental health, is yet a woman outraged, 
an avenging spirit, a victim of society’s un- 
equal moral stanaards and of the gross injus- 
tice of nature’s laws. 

Mr. Pinero has a great objection to talking 
about himself or his work. In his opinion 
the dramatist is better empiosed writing 
plays than discussing the moral functions of 
the drama. Yetin reply to certain questions 
that have suggested themselves during the 
writmg of this article he has frankiy and 
courteously explained some of his views con- 
cerning the relationship of woman and the 
drama. 

In regard to the question whether women in 
generai.have progressed moraliy and intel. 
lectually since the days of Shakspeare Mr. 
Pinero very incisively remarked that it would 
be difficult to prove that any women were 
much more advanced than Imogen, Portia, 
„Like is always the same,“ 
said Mr. Pinero. There is no progress, only 
change of circumstance,’’ 

But since Mr. Pinero has chosen women of 
complex gharacter—*‘ modern women,” as 
the phrase goes—for the central figures of his 
two great dramas it is interesting to know 
that, though he does uot believe in progress, 
he is of opinion that the free woman always 
formea more fitting subject for dramatic 
treatment than the enslaved or semi-subju- 
gated woman. There are very few points 
of interest in the character of a woman in- 
carcerated in a barem.“ said he, but set her 
free, give her thoughts, emotions, and passions 
full play, and you have an interest- 
ing study at once.“ As an ex- 
ample of his meaning Mr. Pinero in- 
stanced the characters selected by Sardou 
for impersonation by Sarah Bernhardt. All 
of them,“ said he, free women—Fedora, La 
Tosca, Theodora, and Gismonda. And in 
this the theatrical craftsman only follows the 
example of the immortal poet. Shakespeare's 
heroines are either giris escaping from harsh 
restraints like Rosalind, Imogen, and Juliet 
or independent and powerful women, such ab 
Lady Macbeth—the new woman’ of her day 
—Cleopatra and Portia.“ Mr. Pinero ad- 
mitted that on account of the greater free- 
dom enjoyed by women in these later days, 
it is an easier task now than formerly for the 
dramatist to find heroines for his dramas 
in the ranks of ordinary human society. The 
painter of that brilliant stage picture of the 
infinitely commonplace— The Times 
not, therefore, of those who think that 
life becomes more prosaic generally and 
affords ever poorer material for the making 
of plays, as time goes on. The surface 
lives of individuals may possibiy become 
more level and prosaic as years pass, said 
Mr, Pinero, but the undercurrents of life 
will always flow ewiftly and strongly—the 
dramatists of the future need not fear a 
scarcity of material.“ 

In answer to the question, Do you think 
the depths of pathos and tragedy in the mod- 
ern woman's lot have yet been sounded on 
the stage? the reply was: I shoulu say the 
depths of pathosand tragedy in the lot of 
mankind generally have never beeu sounded, 
These depths are unequal. A fresh drop of 
the plummet will discover a novel crevice or 
cranny.” 

As Mr. Pinero was the first of English 
dramatists to touch upon the double 
standard question—though he avers that 
in The Profligate he dealt with it very 
superficially and with the idea solely of 
teliing a story and not of posing a problem— 
it is interesting to know that he has no hope 

the position now assumed by so-called 
“ advanced women will have any real effect 
upon the conduct of men, The creator of 
Dunstan Renshaw and Leslie Brudenell is 
quite conviticed that you cannot cure man 
by birching him,” and he also believes that 
the world would be a better place if it con-

In regard to the talk in some quarters of 
the so-calied *‘ objectionable” nature of most 
modern plays, Mr. Pinero thinks there is a 
great deal of cant mixed in it. Othello 
would be voted objectionable if it were a 
product of tolay, was the substance of his 
comment. Nevertheless he firmly believes 
that quite apart from all questions of sex 
there is plenty of material in modern life for 
the formation of drama, and seés no absolute 
impediment to the successful production of a 
play containing no female characters, Sto. 
ries of the type conceived by Robert Louis 
Stevenson would lend themselves, he thinks, 
to stage treatment, eapeciaily if the charm of 
Mr. Stevenson’s characterizatiog and diction 
could be imparted to dramé@tic work. In 
proof of his assumption Mr. Pinero instanced 
the scene in Julius Cassar” between Mare 
Antony, Brutus, and Cassius, which he termed 
entirely modern in motive and action. 

The opinion of Mr. Pinero that it is the 
** clinging, trustful, ignorant woman” who 

the greatest influence over man may sur- 
prise and disappoint those who have been led 
to regard the author of * The Profligate” 
and The Second Mrs. Tanqueray” as a 
prophet of tho Women Movement.” But it 
is well to remember that Mr. Pinero is not a 
prophet. He lays no claim to the rank of 
teacher. It ig his office to take life as he 
finds it, and to write stories about it cast in 
adramatic mold. Hia opinions concerning 
women are simply the ideas suggested to him 
by his observation of the ways of the women 
he has chanced to meet, but these ideas—as 
ideas—are not allowed to obtrude themsel ves 
in the dramas he creates, Without bias or 
preconceived opinion, he is content—some- 
times in serious, sometimes in jestful vein— 
to tell the stories of such men and women as 
seem to him, in some sort, representative.“ 
He seeks to record actual experience flo wi 
in the natural irregular rhythm of life. 
Having done this, it is as much the part of the 
spectator as of the — 9 — to form opin- 
ions concerning the real nature or tendency 
of the characters he creates. Volumes have 
been written concerning the meaning of the 
story of Paula Tanqueray. Her act of self - 
destruction has been interpreted in a hundred 
different ways, and all the while Mr. Pinero 
himself has been silent us to the exact signifi- 
cance of the act. This is as it should be. The 
playwright recounts to us stories just as life 
gives them to him—stories varied, original, 
with no two similar cases. Those of us who 
would be philosophers may form our own 
conclusions and ries as to the teachings 
of his stories. : 

And this is what Mr. Pinéro would have us 
do with The Second Mrs, Tanqueray.“ 
Does her story teach some of us a lesson of 
toleration, of sympathy? So be it. We do 
weil to learn such a lesson. If on the other 
hand it appears to some, as to Mr. Hall Caine, 
to proclaim the obsaoxious doctrine that for 
the erring woman there is no redemption, no 
escape from mne Nemesis of her acts except 
through the gate of suicide, then they, too, 
learn a lesson, in their own wag, and do well 
if they rise up to combat what they believe to 
be a distressing tendency of the present age. 
And all the while Mr, Pinero vindicates his 
right to the title of the first of our English 
play wrighta, for he is content, even as his great 
master, Shakspeare, was content, to be a 
teller of tales, a studious and painstaking de- 
lineator of the comedy and tragedy in the 
world around him.

The question arises 
in my mind which do I recall as best of all 
past Christmases? No one would expect a 
bred-in-the-bone Virginian, even although 
she has been for the better part 

a Utetime an adopted cen of 
this great metropolis, to give pteference to 
any Northern celebration of the immemorial 
day. Sue, is quite sure it is not only the 
„light that never was on sea or land”—the 
light of youthful reminiscence—that makes 
the Southern Christmas stand out so giar- 
ingly in her memory. In those days Vir- 
ginians clung tenaciously to every rag of En- 
glish customs transmitted by the predecessors 
in ourhomes, We served plum pudding and 
roast pig, bedecked with holly from our 
lawns; we rolled in the yule log} we devised 
pageants for home acting, in which St. 
George, the dragon, and the . hapless 
Ladye Mynce Pye had a part, and 
in all these efforts we had for chorus 
and supporters the merry black folk, to 
whom this season was the chief festival of the 
year. With their backing we were sure of 
success in every representation; tneir eyes and 
teeth gleamed approbation; their mellow, 
jolly laughter, their childlike cries of rapture 
were the best sort of inspiration to purveyors 
of Christmas entertainment, and among them 

dwelt, as far as my experience goes, the last 
remnant of genuine American gratitude for 

favors bestowed by their superiors in fortune. 
If I were not held to accounting for the ex- 
act date and place, I might eite as my red let- 

ter Christmas the occasion of a house varty 
in an old mansion on the historie James, 
where, when, a school girl, I was allowed to 
participate as an equal in absolutely grown- 
up joys. 

One might search in vain now for the scene 
of that pleasant experience. War has harried 
it; and, although the sheil remains, the spirit 
has escaped with the od owners, who have 
passed out of the house.

rush them through, A sluggish, dilatory ad- | 


ministration of Criminal Court affairs ie a 
great expense to the taxpayers. There have 
been no big trials in that court for a long 
time, and it ought not to be as far behindhand 
as itis, 


At a recent meeting of the British Society 
of Arts Sir George Bird wood compressed into 
a few sentences some of the most interesting 
results of recent investiga ‘ion in regard to the 
early home and movements of the Aryans. 
He said the earliest migrations of the race 
were associated with a vast forest belt which 
once extended across the entire breadth of the 
Euro-Asian continent, of which the Black 
Forest in Germany, the Ardennes Forest in 
the north of France,and the New Forest and the 
Dean Forest in England are now isolated frag- 
ments. It was in this vast temperate forest 
belt, extending from the Himalayas, along 
the Caucasus, the Imaus, the Balkans, Alps, 
and Appenines to the utmost Brit- 
ish Isles, that the ancesters of the an- 
cient Hindoos and Persians, and Greeks and 
Latins, and of the modern Celts, Sclaves, and 
Teutons learned their common names for the 
alder, apple, ash, aspen, beech, birch, elm, 
hazel, holly, linden, maple, oak, pine, and 
willow, and that the European Aryas learned 
to worship the oak as the king of the woods 
and their highest god. From Dodona to 
Leatherhead, the High Oracular Grove,“ 
the oak was associated with the supreme god 
of the Aryas, either aa his sanctuary or the 
godhead’s self. Sir George gave an aston- 
ishingly long list of names of piaces in Great 
Britain, the names of which are derived from 
British, Anglo-Saxon, or Danish words, sig- 
nifying woods or groves, clearings in woods, 
trees generically, the branches, trunks, stems, 
and boles of trees, and timber. 


ANNEXATION WILL BE CHEAPER. 

The people living on the strip of land which 
is all that remains of the Township of Cicero 
are getting sick of their clumsy and inef- 
fective town government and are talking of 
incorporating as a city. The population is 
now about 20,000, large enough, it is claimed, 
to justify dropping the modest title of town 
and assuming the more pretentious one of 
city. 

It would be money in the pockets of the 
people, however, to give up their ambitious 
plans and by annexation to Chicago become 
members of a great city—of acity whose over- 
flow they are, and to which they really belobg. 
instead of attempting to set up in business for 
themselves. The reason assigned by a num- 
ber of the inhabitants for not doing so is that 
liquor selling is not allowed im some of the 
thriving villages in the town, and hey profess 
to fear an invasion by saloons in case of an- 
nexation. They can hardly have much faith 
in what they say, for the local prohibition or- 
dinances which were in force in Hyde Park 
when that town was annexed have not been 
tampered with. Their validity has been sus- 
tained constantly by the courts. 

Unfounded as the apprehensions of the 
anti-saloon people are they were sufficient 
coupled with the resistance of the petty of- 
ficeholders, who feared they would lose their 
places and their local prominence, to defeat 
annexation when the proposition was last sub- 
mitted to the popular vote. The anti-annex- 
ationists are not confident that this will be the 
case at the next trial and they favor this city 
project, thinking that if it carries the people 
of the City of Cicero will be less willing to be 
annexed than those of the plain Towa of 
Cicero. 

The Cicerqnians should meditate on what 
happened in Lake View. While still a town 
it refused to unite with Chicago and became 
a city for the purpose of preventing that 
union. It was discovered soon that city gov- 
ernment was more expensive than had been 
reckoned on. It was found necessary to put 
on mor® style, and style costs money. 80 
after due reflection the people voted for an- 
fiexation and the costly and imefficient city 
government of Lake View came to an end. 

Thus will it be with Cicero if it becomes a 
city, with its comparatively small population 
scattered over a large area. When the people 
become residents of a small city they will ex- 
pect all those things which dwellers in a large 
city expect. That will mean larger appropri- 
ations and heavier taxes. After a brief experi- 
ence of expensive civic independence the 
Ciceronians will vote for the annexatioh te 
Chicago of their city and its deb*s 

They will save money by emitting to pass 
through this preliminary stage of small city- 
hood and by coming into the city at the first 
opportunity. That is what has to happen some 
time. It is manifest destiny. ‘The geograph- 
ical position of the different villages in the 
town is such as to necessitate their being 
swallowed up. They belong to Chicago and 
the sooner they comein out of the cold the 
better it will be for them. 


FOR BETTER STREETS. 

The special committee on street paving, 
which was appointed some time since by the 
Mayor, with Ald. Madden as its Chairman, 
has prepared a report which will be submitted 
to the Council in due time. It is evident 
from the contents of the report that the com- 


mittee has been busy and that it has searched 


far and wide for information on this subject, 
not confining its quest to this country, but 
soliciting information from our Consuls 
abroad as to the methods pursued in foreign 
cities, which are famous for their clean streets 
and excellent paving. 
The committee recommends in its report a 
carefully digested plan of street paving in- 
stead of the unsystematic and heterogeneous 
methods which now exist. It suggests for the 
central business district a paving suitable for 
heavy traffic, and for the semi-business and 
residence streets pavements suitable to their 
needs, When such pavements are laid the 
committee suggests that corporations shall 
not be allowed to ruin them; that they shall 
make their methods of construction subservi- 
ent to the preservation of pavements, and 
that railroad companies must improve 
on their present methods of —lay- 
ing tracks and adopt some such 
methods as are employed in European cities, 
as to the quality of paving materials, which 
now include nearly a dozen different sorts, 
the committee finds that but three have 
answered all requirements—viz,: Bricks, 
granite blocks, and asphalt, other materials 
being gtill in the experimental stage, macad- 
The committee further emphasizes the im- 
portance of good laying of pavements, a con- 
dition which has never been regarded in this 
city and which is the prime cause of the dis- 
graceful condition of our streets, and of the 
fact that this great City of Chicago is the 
worst paved city in the United States, if 
not in the world. There is not 
a well paved street in this city. There are 
miles of streets where the paving is a total 
w-eck and beyond all repair. The report has 
much to say also as to the cost of laying pave- 
ments and maintaining them, making com- 
parisons with the cost in other cities, which 
are of great value. 
The committee must be credited with hav- 


| ine dine tie — well ae saretuils, It bas | 
prepared concisely and accurately a mass of 
information on this important subject and it 
should engage the serious attention of the 
Common Council and city authorities. The 
people of this city will congratulate the com- 
mittee and Ald. Madden that at last a step 
has been taken towards the redemption of the 
city from the present disgraceful condition 
of its streets, They are a source of humiliahon 
to every citizen and they have hurt the good 
name of the city abroad. As the committee 
says, the cheap and nasty methods of paving 
have been adopted. It has been laid in a 
cheap and nasty manner and taxpayers have 
been robbed by wholesale to pay for it. There 
is not a well laid street in the city and miles 
and miles of streets are in such a condition 
that teams cannot be use upon them and they 
cannot be cleaned. There should be an end 
of this. There is no exouse for such a dis- 
graceful condition of things. Chicago is a 
great city and it should have all the advan- 
tages and exceilencies of a great city and, 
first and foremost, clean, handsome, and well 


pa ved streets. 


AFFAIRS AT THE UNIVERSITY. * 

The regular quarterly statement made by 
President Harper at the ninth convocation 
of the university was unusually interesting 
from two points of view—the one, financial ; 
the other, athletic. The financial statement 
was one over which there will be much con- 
gratulation among the friends of the un- 
versity. The generous donor whose munifi- 
cence made the university possible and who 
has more than once added to his original 
contribution has again opened his purse, 
Mr. Rockefeller now donates $175,000 to be 
applied to the general running expenses of 
the scholastic year beginning July, 1895, 
and this gift, coupled with many others, 
provides the university with $600,000 
for the expenditures of the coming 
year. Mr., Rogkefeller’s donation shows 
that he hus a lively interest in the progress of 
the university as well as in its endowment, 
That interest is shared by many others in 
Chicago. Rarely indeed has a new university 
started upon its career with stronger, more 
generous, or enthusiastic friends. Several 
thousand dollars have been contributed to- 
wards the women’s building, and this sum 
has been raised by women, who have given a 
guaranty that they will raise all that is needed 
for this purpose. Two ladies, Mrs. Snell and 
Mra. G. S. Adams, have provided beautiful 
furnishings for two of the halls, including 
furniture, rugs, pianos, decorations, eto. An- 
other lady, Mrs. Caroline E. Haskell, has 
added $20,000 toa previous donation of a 
similar sum for the special object of founding 
a second lectureship on the relations of 
Christianity and other religions, coupled with 
the condition that the lectureship shall bear 
the name of John Henry Barrows, who has 
been so intimately identified with this work 
during the World’s Fair period and since, 
Still another lady, Mrs. H. A. White, has en- 
riched the library with 1,500 volumes from 
the library of her late husband. Mr. Martin 
A. Ryerson, who has been a frequent and gen- 
erous donor, has added lavishly to the dis- 
plays in the Walzer Museum, and has given 
besides $10,000 for the purchase of appara- 
tus for the physical laboratory bearing his 
name. Encouraged by such generous gifts 
as these the trustees will enter upon the new 
year of university life with fresh courage. 
They cannot but feel that they will 
be indorsed and assisted by many help- 
ing hands in Chicago, and that if they 
administer their trust providently and wisely, 
the influence of the Chicago University will 
be still more widely extended and it will make 
itself a power in the landin the direction of 
higher education. 

The second point of interest in President 
Harper’s address concerns the much-mooted 
question of athletics. Little exception can be 
taken to the President’s general statement, 
He says: 

Woe betide the day when our college men, with 
temptations of every kind besetting them, become 
slothful,so demoralized, so diseased as to lose their 
interest in athietics. In the University of Chica- 
go athletic work is directly and exclusively under 
the control of the university authorities. It will 
so remain. The university has encouraged ath- 
letic sports; it will continue to encourage them. 
We believe that this is an important part of col- 
lege and university life. 

No one will question this statement. Ath- 


letics should form a part of the university 


curriculum. No ons will dispute that fact.“ 


No one has argued that athletics should be 
dropped. Noone has raised a hue and cry 
against athletic activity, as he asserts. But 
with his assertion that the question of a 1120 
or of a score of lives is nothing compared 
with that of moral purity, human self. re- 
straint, in the interests of which, among col- 
lege men, outdoor athletic sports contribute 
more than all other agencies combined,” 
Tun Tarox does take issue. Does Dr. 
Harper mean to assert that the moral 
purity and human self-restraint of his 
students are com pensated for or 
can only be secured by killing 


off a ſew of them every season? The issue 


that has been made is not with athletics, but 
with brutality and rufflanism, gambling and 
slugging, which are not necessary in athletics. 
If these cannot be suppressed then it is time 
to suppress football and substitute some other 
game which does not need these accessories. 
The university team has recently been to Cal- 
ifornia. The only games which it lost were 
those in which brutality was practiced by the 
other side, It is creditable to the 
university team that its members be- 
haved like gentlemen and not like brutes, and 
it is creditable to Dr. Harper when he says 
that he will never consent to have athletics 
prostituted by gamblers and pugilists and 
that we shall see to it that no man upon a 
university team shall ever have a second op- 
portunity to diagrace either himself or the 
university, Athome and with the teams of 
other institutions we shall endeavor to culti- 
vate a spirit that shall bein the truest sense 
elevating.” That is right, and if all other 
universities adopted the same policy it would 
never be necessary to sacrifice life in order to 
retain moral purity and human self-restraint.

REFORM THE APPELLATE COURTS. 

One of the Senators from this county says 
he is gomg to introduce a biil to abolish the 
Appellate Courts on the ground that they are 
merely a fifth wheel of a wagon, a burden on 
the taxpayers, and a cause of delay and ex- 
pense to litigants. Itis asserted that about 
all the cases tried in the Appellate Courts go 
to the Supreme Court, which reverses a large 
percentage of me decisions. Three of the 
Judges elected and paid by the people of this 
county are busied in passing on suits and ar- 
riving at conclusions which are not a finality 
because the Supreme Court can and often 
does set them aside. 

The law provides that the action of an Ap- 
pellate Court shail be final in all cases in- 
volving less than a thousand dollars, unless 
the Judges are confronted by some question 
of law of such importance that they think the 
wisdom of the upper court should pass on it. 
Consequently there is in nearly every case a 
right of appeal to the Supreme Court, and 
the litigant who is defeated is told by his 
lawyer that he ought to appeal, because tho 
adverse decision certainly will be reversed. 
Thereupon he puts up some more money and 
tries his luck again. Practicaily the Appel- 


late Coprts decide nothing, It was claimed 


that they would expedite justice and enable 
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the — Court to keep up-with: ite busi. 


ness. Such does not seem to have dern the 
case. 

If Appellate Courts were permitted to give 
final judgments ina large number of cases 
they would be of some value. Lawsuits 
would be disposed of more rapidly and 
would be decided quite as correctly as they 
are now. But at preseat these courts are 
simply another toll-gate on the road to jus- 


tice. 

Either abolish these courts ot make them 
efficient by giving their decisions some force 
and effect, As long as the present almost un- 
limited right of appeal exists they are worse 
than useless, 


REFORM IN POLICE METHODS. 

The three thugs who are believed to have 
murdered Police Patrolman Edward Duddles 
of this city were arrested Friday afternoon. 
They were tracked down and landed in the 
lockup in less than twenty-four hours after 
the commission of the crime. This prompt- 
ness of action speaks volumes for the efficien- 
cy of our police force, all the more so as it in- 
cluded the collection of a great deal of evi- 
dence in the case, the finding of stolen prop- 


} erty and burglars’ tools, with four revolvers, 


one of which had been lost by a police officer 
in a running fight with one of the arrested 
„men and a pal shortly after the mur- 
der was committed. 

The published report of the proceedings 
shows how well the police of this cityScan act 
when. they are thoruughly in earnest. The 
search began immediately after the. killing. 
Forty patrolmen in citizen’s clothes were de- 
tailed to search suspected places and a dozen 
detectives from the Central Station joined in 
the hunt. Long before the next morning 
light they had searched fifteen houses in the 


vicinity of the murder and had interviewed 


saloonkeepers and others, It was in a saloon 
that one of them picked up the first clew and 
the rest was comparatively easy, though sev- 
eral of those engaged in the hunt stood for a 
quarter of an hour in frontof the house where 
the men were found subsequently, and went 
away without going through it, albeit they 
searched the place next door, 

The police officers who did the work in such 
systematic fashion and those who detailed 
them for it are deserving of much credit. 
They will deserve far more if they will apply 
the same methodical diligence to the capture 
of the many other scoundrels who long have 
infested the city, almost without molestation 
if not without notice by the police, Never 
before have burgiaries and night assaults of 
citizens on the streets been more numerous 
than now, perhaps never so much go. It has 
become positively dangerous for honest peo- 
ple to be out after dark, except in 
the best lighted and* most frequented 
thoroughfares, and it cannot be said 
that the home of any citizen is reasonably 
safe from visits in the dead of night by 
thugs who go prepared to commit murder if 
on the spur of the moment they judge that to 
be necessary to escaping without detection. 
The police have shown what they can do. Now 
let them doit. The life of a comrade may be 
sacred to them, but it is not more so than that 
of any other honest citizen is to the people 
who pay the bills for police sérvice and sup. 
posed protection, and therefore have a right 
to reasonable assurance of security from 
deadly assaults on the street and burglarious 
visits to their homes. 

If the police force now wakens up to a sense 
of duty to the public its multitudinous sins of 
omission in the past will not be insisted on to 
its great discredit. But if otherwise the peo. 
ple will“ want to know.“ It will be said to 
the police that they have proven themselves 
able and willing to hunt down the murderer 
of a comrade on a clew fat more slight than 
that placed at the service of the po- 
lice in each one of scores of cases 
where they have omitted if not failed 
totrack down and apprehend the criminal. 
They will be told that having proved their 
ability to find and arrest criminals speedily 
they will be held responsible for deliberate 
neglect of duty if they do not accord to their 
employere, the people, who pay them, the 
same amount of consideration they give to a 
fellow-employé6 who would have been a 
stranger to them but for the fact that all 
were paid by the city to keep a close watch on 
the dangerous classes of the community. 

In the future the police force of this city 
cannot afford to let criminals roam the streets 
and haunt saloons, and rob honest people at 
will, murdering such of them as by continu- 
ing to live would endanger the liberty of the 
scoundrels, The police have laid down the 
line which marks their own efficiency, have 
proven that they can toe the line straight 
when they really want to do so, that they can 
protect decent people if they will by proving 
to the thugs that they surely will be captured 
if they persist in crime. The urrest of the fel- 
lows believed to have murdered Patrolman 
Duddles must be the signal for a new depart- 
ure in police mo thods, Either the officer 
must do their duty or be prepared to give 
place to those who will. 


THE WOMEN’S NATIONAL COUNCIL, 

The Coming Woman will be in Washington 
next month in force. She will be there in the 
aggregate of the National Council of Women 
of the United States. She is to have her sec- 
ond triennial session and Mra. May Wright 
Sewall is to be her pilot. The Cuming Wom- 
an has been coming fora long time, but she 
did not get here until about the time of the 
World's Fair, Chicago had the honor of in- 
troducing her. She was much in evidence on 
the National Commission, where she figured 
as a lady manager with the same tribulations 
that vexed the souls and tried the tempers of 
the gentlemen managers. She cried and 
made up; they fought’ and made up. 
She was also in evidence about the 
Woman’s Building and she swarmed in 
the World's Fair Congress Auzillary, and 
made herself felt. Since that time she has 
rapidly come to the front and it is evideat 
she is going to stay as one of the charming 
and inevitable features of the fin de siecle. 

When the coming woman appears in Wash- 
ington in February and meets in trien- 
nial session she will know much more clearly 
what she wants than the going gentlemen at 
the end of Pennsylvania avenue. She is 
going to make known to the world the mag- 
nitude and variety of woman’s work for hu- 
manity, to agree upon certain lines of work 
for which certain women are best fitted, and 
to join hands for the accomplishment of cer- 
tain religioua, philanthropic, educational, 
professional, social, moral, and government re- 
forms. No pent-up Utica will limit the coming 
woman’s program. She is going to take the 
whole boundless continert as the theater of 
her work. Among other things she will dis- 
cuss the questions of equal pay for equal 
work, both in private and in public, and in 
government departments; of divorce reform, 
with special reference to the appointment of 
women on commissions for the purpose of re- 
vising marriage and divorcee laws; of dress 
reform, so as to secure fashions for women 
which shall help promote health, freedom of 
movement, and beauty; of patriotic teaching 
in the public schools, so as to arouse the senti- 
ments of love of country’ in the 
minds of the. young; of equal educa- 
tional advantages for men and women, 
equal opportunities of industrial training, 
equulity in the church, and an equal standard 
ot purity for men and women, to which last 


225 — wilt probably be at- 

tended by the largest number of women ever 
assembled upon a stated occasion in the 
world’s history. Every organized society of 
“women in the United States, and their name 
is Legion,“ will be represented. The Com- 
ing Woman will have a boom that will make 
her and her cause felt. There is little set 
down in the program of her discussions that 
is open to serious objection. The world 
has advanced so far that the old-time preju- 
dices have disappeared. As this will be not a 
female suffrage convention, a gathering of the 
Lease kind, ora female shriekmg crowd, 
but an assemblage of earnest women, bent 
upon practical reforms and the securmg of 
justice and general human rights for their sex, 
the public will wish well to the forthcoming 
session of the National Council. 


SOURCES OF MECHANICAL POWER. 

The discovery that 75 per cent of the orig- 
inal power can be obtained for work after be- 
ing transmitted electrically through a distance 
of a hundred miles seems destined to work a 
revolution in manufacturing processes, Such 
a result is all the more probable since the in- 
vention by the late Dr, Otto of a process by 
which heat may be directly converted into 
work by the combustion of fuel in the engine 
cylinder without the intervention of steam. 
The famous lLauffen-Frankfort exper- 
iments of electrical transmission over 112 
miles have effected a revolution in Switzer- 
land and are being followed by work on a tre- 
mendous scale at Niagara. The 7,000,000- 
horse power estimated to be contained in the 
water that descends over the falls there is to be 
only partially utilized at present, the turbines 
having a total output of but about 100,000. 
horse power, but doubtless these will not have 
been at work long before the immense advan- 
tage conferred will be so obvious as to lead to 
a further large drain on the water power that 
has for many centuries gone to waste at Ni- 
agara, 

Two articles in the Nineteenth Century treat 
of electrical transmission of power, and also 
of the great gain to be made by a similar 
centralization of production at the mines or 
fuel beds instead of distributing the coal 
itself to small consumers, as is now 
the rule. One author states that by 
this means the cost of power to the 
small factory owner in England need not 
exceed $25 per 3,000 hours of one actual 
horse power of energy, whereas the present 
cost in London is $45 to $60. Besides a 
great saving of power the centralization of 
the heat-making plant in the coal fields will 
permit the recovery of all the valuable chem- 
ical constituents from the coal, which are not 
recoverable by the small steain- power systems 
in use today. One of these, sulphate of am- 
monia, is of proved value as a manurial 
agent. 

The Highlands of Scotland and the West of 
Ireland are poor chiefly because of the char- 
acter of the land. All this can be changed to 
a very great extent. It is estimated that all 
the railroads of Scotland could be run by 
means of the water power which now goes to 
waste in that country. But both Scotland 
and Ireland have a source of pros- 
perity hitherto neglected. It consists 
of the peat beds, which are both numer- 
ous and rich. By burning peat in engines the 
people could obtain not only the power re- 
quired to manufacture the raw peat but also 
a supply of electricity for distribution. There 
are estimated to be not less than six million 
acres of peat in the United Kingdom, having 
an average depth of twelve feet, and capable 
of yielding 3,500 tons of dried peat per acre, 
or a total of 21 billion tons. The value of 
raw peat being taken as about one-sixth that 
of an equal weight of coal the 2,830,000 
acres of peat in Ireland alone may be com- 
puted to be worth 1,400 mil. ion dollars. 

Peat fuel, made by removing the fibers and 
condensing it, is not more expensive than 
coal at the pit mouth. It burns freely in the 
furnace, requiring little draft, and yields more 
gas and heat than coal does. It is free from 
the nuisance of sparks and _  clinkers, 
sulphur, and soot, and the smoke is 
esteemed as a remedy for consump- 
tion. The peat yields lampblack, tar, 
the aniline dyes, naphtha, and other hydro- 
carbons, lighting and lubricating oils, gas, 
alcohol, vinegar, and many other useful 
products. The peat makesa better bedding 
than straw for animals, and a better manure, 
Its dust is an excellent deodorizer and ab- 
sorbent. The peat fiber can be made into 
celluloid, roofing, and matchwood, as well as 
carpets, cloth, and paper pulp. A fuel as 
well as a raw material the peat can supply the 
power needed to change it into other useful 
forms. 

So there is some reason to expect that 
promirent among the scientific improve. 
ments of the near future will be the establish- 
ment of thriving factories and settlements 
around the peat bogs of Ireland and Scotland, 
enabling the people of those countries to pros- 
per to an extent not dreamed of by their best 
well-wishers of the recent past. The soil re- 
claimed by the removal of the peat can be 
brought under cultivation’ with fertilizers 
made from the peat or the sewage of towns, 
or both, and those now unproductive and for- 
bidding regions te made to blossom as the 


rose. 


MUNICIPAL CIVIL SERVICE. 

Tus Trrpunsz prints in another column the 
bill providing for the application of civil serv- 
ice methods to the appointment and removal 
of all salaried employés in the cities of this 
State, with the exception of the heads of de- 
partments, school teachers, and a few other 
persons which will be introduced in the Legis- 
lature at an early day. 

If the bill becomes a law in ite present 
form it will not become operative in any city 
until the question has been submitted to the 
voters and a majority has declared in its 
favor. That might delay its going into effect 
in this city, for if the question of approval 
were submitted in some remote corner of a 
blanket ballot only a fraction of the great 
majority who favor civil service methods 
will take the trouble to mark their ballots 
while all those who think offices should be 
given for political services will be instructed 
by the politicians to vote in the negative, 
Amend the election laws so as to require 
propositions of this kind to be submitted on 
a separate ballot, and the people of this city 
will accept forthwith a measure reforming 
the civil service. 

This bill applies to the police as well ag to 
other city employés. If it passes there will 
te no need of a separate law for the police. 
One commission will look after them as well 
as other officers, Provision is mafle for three 
Commissioners to be appointed by the Mayor. 
No morethan twoof them can be of the 
same party. When vacancies occur in any 
department they must be filled by persons 
who have passed a satisfactory examination 
under the regulations laid down by the com- 
mission. No man can be removed except on 
charges and he must have an opportunity to 
defend himself before the com mission. 

There are provisions to the effect that no 
man shall be given a place for political reasons 
or removed because of them, There must be 
no political assessments and the employés 
must keep out of politics. Their superiors 
are forbidden to make promises or threats to

SUMMARY PROCEEDINGs AGAINST LAW- 
BREAKING OFFICIALS. 

One of the sections of the city charter reads 
as follows: 

In case the Mayor or any other municipal of- 
ficer shall at any time be guilty of a paipable 
omission ot duty, or shall willfally and corruptly 
be guilty of oppression, malconduct, or misfeas- 
ance in the discharge of the duties of his office, 
he shall be liable to indictment in any court of 
competent jurisdiction, and on conviction shall 
be fined in a sum not exceeding $1,000; and the 
court in which such conviction shall be had shall 
enter an order removing such officer from office. 


If the Legislature intends to make it an 
offense fora Mayor to use his powers for 
political purposes and convert the empioyés 
of the city government into a political ma- 
chine some better meth:d of putting an end 
to his offensive activity will have to be pro- 
vided than that contained in the above quoted 
section of the statutes. 

If a Mayor were to repeat the performances 
of Hopkins during the last campaign, even 
after the la w had specifically made them an 
offense, what could be done to him? Com- 
plaint could be made to, the grand jury. It 
could indict him. How long it would be be- 
tore a trial was had no one can tell. The 
Mayor, if he felt he was guilty, would like to 
put it off as long as possible.

HE brilliant white star now to be 
seen at 9 p. m. nearly overhead is 
Capella, in the constellation Auriga. 
In the southeast, at about one-fourth 
of the distance from the horizon to 

the zenith, is the still more brilliant Sirius. A 
circle described through these two stars, the 
line joining them being a diameter, will in- 
close a region unequaled for splendor by any 
other of equal extent in the whole heavens. 

Within this limited area are the constella- 
tions Orion, Taurus, Auriga, and Gemini, all 
brilliantly adorned with bright stars. Orion 
contains two of the first magnitude—Betel- 
geuse,in the right shoulder, and Rigel, in 
the left foot—and four of the second magni- 
tude. These are the Three Kings,” which 
form the belt of the huntsman and Bellatrix, 
in his left shoulder.

Pollux is somewhat brighter and is usually 
regarded as a first magnitude star. Between 
Capella and the head of Orion may be seen a 
second pair, rathor wider apart and less brill- 
jant than the Twins. These are at the tips of 
the horns of the Bull. 

To add stili greater luster to this splendid 
region of the heavens, the planet Jupiter is 
now poems ote as an evenmg star,“ its 
brilliant white light fully equal to that of ten 
average stars of the first magnitude. 


The positions of the sun, moon, and planets 
for this month are shown in the annexed dia- 
gram, Which represents the zodiac with its 
twelve sigus and constellations. The half 
above the horizontal line is the half which 
will be above the horizon, at 9 o’clock this 
evening. 

The arrow-heads indicate «he direction and 
distance of the apparent movement of the 
planets in the next four weeks. In the cases 
of Mercury and Venus only that part of their 
movement is shown which changes their rela- 
tion to the sun, which will itself move for- 
ward one sign in the next month, taking 
these planets with it apparently. 

Mars, Neptune, and Jupiter are now above 
the horizon at the hour named. The rest of 
the planets are below it. Saturn, Uranus, and 
Mercury to the west, and Venus to the east of 
the sun. Mercury will be in conjunction with 
the sun (superior) on the 9th. During the 
month it will move considerably to the east- 

of the sun, but not far enough to be- 
come visible as an evening star.

time of vernal equinox of the planet’s 
southern hemisphere. He observed the 
south “polar cap” diminish rapidly in 
extent, as the Martian season advanced, and 
simultaneously great changes took place in 
dark ereas—changes of color and 
changes of form and extent. Large seas 
also appeared where none had before been 
visible. Similar changes, though less ex- 
tensive, had been observed in previous years 
and the commonly accepted explanation of 
them had been that they were due to ex- 
teasive inundations caused by the melting 
of the polar snows. But Prof. Picker. 
ing was led to doubt the correctness 
of this explanation. The rapidity with which 
the snow melted—two-thirds of the “cap” 
having disappeared in a month’s time— 
seemed to him, in view of the weakened power 
of the sun’s rays at the distance of — 
good evidence that there was very little snow 
to be melted, Its depth might have been no 
more than an inch, and almost certainly its 
unntity was not great enough to cause 
reshets which would be visible to us aa such, 
although the liberated water might reveal 
itself indirectly by stimulating the growth of 
etation. 

e changes in the Martian geography (or 
areography) are among the phenomena which 
have been closely watched during the last 
summer and autumn, and while there seems 
to be a reluctance toaccept tho extreme views 
of Prof. Pickering, it is generally conceded 
by those who have had the best opportunities 
for forming an opinion that a mistake has 
been made in assuming that these dark areas 
upon Mars gre bodies of water, and that their 
color is due, in some measure at least, to 
vegetation. 


It is proper to say here, however, that M. 
Schiaparelli, who has héretofore been re- 
rded as the first authority in all matters re- 
ating to Mars, is not a convert to the new 
view. His observations during the season 
just closed have confirmed those of our Amer- 
jean astronomers, 0 far as the 
changes themselves are concerned, but 
he Still explains these changes on 
the inundation theory. He still re- 
gards hie “canals,” too, the very existence 
of which was for years a disputed point among 
astronomers, until the testimony to their 
reality became overwhelming,as a part of 
the water system of the planet. They become 
more distinct as the snows melt, and he con- 
ceives them to perform an important pert in 
the annual transfer of water from one to the 
other pole of the planet. 
As matters rest there seems to be simply a 
question of the correct interpretation to be 
put upon observed facts. If the new view 
shall finally be accepted the importance of the 
discovery can hardly be overstated. There 
will uo longer bea necessity for supposing 
that Mars has a red vegetation, as has been 
dane, to account for its ruddy hue. Its orange 
colored areas, heretofore mapped as conti- 
nemts and islands, are more likely to be des- 
ert regions. Its darker portions are probably 
lowlands, and their greenish color and the 
changes seen to take place in them indicate 
that vegetation upon Mars is green, as upon 
the earth, and that, like the earth's, it comes 
and goes with the seasons. With au earth-

From all this conversation Mr. Lowe gath- 
ered that it was now te intention of the 
various parties of revolution in Russia to rely 
more upon spiritual than material force 
as a means de propaganda tide. But if this was 
the attitude of the Ninilists, Socialists—call 
them what you will—at the end of the reign of 
Alexander III., it was at least undeniable that, 
in order to attain their ends, they 
had made his reign of thirteen years a reign of 
terror—a despotism tempered with repeated at- 
tempts at assassination. This interview with 
Stepniak is most interesting, as he is one of the 
principal spokesmen of the Nibilist party, and it 
isa pretty good summing dp of their mands. 
What Mr. Lowe has to say about the eharacter- 
2 of the Tsar is interesting even in the light 
of all that we read of him at the time of his 
death. 

Says Mr. Lowe: 

Alexander III. was the first Emperor after the 
two Romanoffs—Feodor and John Alexeiwitch 
—to wear a beard. He took a great delight in 
manual labor, which, in his case, was a physical 
necessity — less than a favorite r He 
oe ly put his hand to any kind of work 
that had done, but his usual occupation 
was to fell huge trees, saw them into — 
plane them. and I prepare them 2 r the 
cabinetmaker. He was also fond of shoveli 
away snow. Like some members of the Orlo 
family, including the one who, in 1856, 
signed the treaty of Paris, he had wrists of iron, 
or, rather, of steel, and he could roll up a silver 
plate like a scroll of paper. Ho could tear 
asunder a pack of cards, or a horseshoe, or even, 
it was said, a ruble piece (not the paper, but the 
si:ver kind.) Like-Mr. Giadstone he cut down 
trees, he practiced gymnastics, mowed the grass 
in his garden, shoveied snow, and chopped wood. 
He would also sometimes help the workmen who 
were occupied in the palace, especially the join- 
ers and upholsterers. He laid the greatest store 
on baving his rooms comfortably and suitably 
furnished, and he was very fond of arranging the 
1 on his walls tad hanging them differ- 
ently 

The Tsar enjoyed his family life and did 
not mix much with his people: 

When not with his family he was taciturn, and 
as he “were felt uncomfortable, was rather 
awkward never understood how to bold a 
reception, and it was just as difficult for him to 
say a few sim — friendly words to any one 
whom he wan to praise. He understood much 
better how to show his displeasure and many a 
Minister and General knew — experience that 
the Tsar was thoroughly magter of the Russian 
language, especially of its coarse and strong ex- 

pressions. He was always kind and considerate 
to his domestics. He did not like changing; and 
sometimes, improbable as it may seem, quietly 
allowed a servant to answer him improperiy, and 
even rudely, rather than send him away and be 
forced to have another. 

As years advanced, the Tsar’s increasing love 
of ease, nutritious food, with very little bodily 
exercise, the suspicion and fears of attempts on his 
life, anxiety about the Tsarina’s health, who of 
late years had been a victim of nervous attacks, 
and the condition of his second son—who was 
suffering from consumption—all this in time un- 
dermined the otherwise strong and robust health 
of this Herculean monarch. He became more 
silent and unapproachable than ever. His nerv- 
ous excitement showed itself on every trivial oc- 
casion. This was especially seen in the 
dislike he took to riding, and the man- 
ner in which he avoided taking part 
in military ceremonies. The officers grum- 
in private the Tsar had goat rh 
himself from them and their sphere of 
activity ; the aristocracy became dissatisfied 
the number of court festivities was continuaily 
decreasing. Everywhere it was believed that the 
reason for all this was the 8 Ul- humor 
of the monarch and nobody had any idea that a 
malignant disease was gnawing at the apparently 
robust man in the prime of life. 

Mr. Lowe has made a capital contemporary 
portrait, not only of an interesting man but 
of his singular environment, for we get at a 
good deal of modern Russian history in this 
book.

Paris journalists say that the Parisians do 
not care for news; it hurts their heads, This 
idea does not gee with the eternal gossiping 
which is the solace of French living. It is 
not consistent with the” avidity with which 
the readers gobble up the meager “ Faits 
Divers,“ or ‘local news, such as a dog in As- 
niéres having hatched out ducks’ eggs. Nor 
is it consistent with the praise the evening pa- 
pers give themselves when they achieve a 
“scoop.”’ In the Paris evening papers any 
bit of news is a sure beat unless it happens 
in a café where there are thirty-five reporters 
sitting all day playing carde. 

In the more important papers news, to be 
printed even when got hold of, must have a 
certain character. It must be piquant, ex- 
travagant, possessing elements of surprise or 
comedy. Political ramors lending themselves

more readily to such distortion ‘than simple 
facts could do, they are made much of. How- 
ever, the Temps had for years a Vienna cor- 
respondent to whom the world looked for ac- 
curate diplomatic stories; and the Figaro 
often secures important expressions from 
diplomats, even those of other nations. Nev- 
ertheless, no Paris paper has anything in 
the nature of the diplomatic service 
of the London Times, Standard, Daily 
News, CHronicle, and Telegraph. And 
taken as a whole, the Paris press gives out 
more faked and bogus rumors than the whole 
combined press of the outer world.

Sometimes the letiers are 
two inches tall. 

There is a reason for the gigantic headlines 
of the evening papers, Itis forbidden by the 
government to call out news.

Of the second-class morning papers there 
are the Echo de Paris and the Gil Bias, both 
very literary and both devoted to the demi- 
monde; the Zvenement, which tries to make a 
specialty of the Boulevard; the Journal, 
which pays great attention to literature; the 
Voltaire, which is failing; and the Constitu- 
tional, which has no excuse for not failing. 
Of all these papers, first or second class, the 
Eclair and Matin only are remarkable for 
news. But the third class morning dailies 
throw aside all thought of news and reve! in 
the eloquence of their proprietors. O, that 
there were space to give some extracts of 
the word painting of the Petit Journal

It isthe Dreyfus affair 
again. The Gazette de Munich has been 
distanced. M. Bacheron, called Suint-Genest,

German snake, has thrown yesterday

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GEN. GRANT'S WIDOW. $ 
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Mrs. Ulysses S. Grant is now living in Wash- 
ington, at the home of her daughter, Mrs. 
Neilie Grant-Sartoris. The home is a hand- 
some residence of carved white stone, situated 
on a quiet but fashionable street, and the 
intericr is furnished with an air of rich though 
simple elegance. While retiring in her tastes, 
she loves to talk of her husband and recall the 
sweetness of days that are now only a hal- 
lowed memory. This winter she will pass in 
Florida, and in a few days she leaves the cap- 
ital for some months in the South. 

‘I was with the General through nearly 
the whole of the war, she remarked in a re- 
cent interview, and I must confess I am 
fond of the army.

It is difficult to believe that The Butter- 
flies and A Gilded Fool,” recent plays by 
Mr. Carleton, came from the same pen that 
wrote “The Lion’s Mouth,” and that, too, 
nearly ten years after the latter was com- 
pleted. The former are sharply written and 
delicately woven comedies which many will 
be inclined to term “superficial.” Such 
a charge will not be laid against 
The Lion’s Mouth.“ which isa dignified, 
robust drama of action, presenting strong 
contrasts of light and shade embodied in the 
‘dramatic charms and the darksome horrors 
of the time of the Inquisition in Italy, where 
its plot is laid. Correctly speaking, “a ro- 
mantic drama,” as the play is characterized 
on the bills, is a mis er. It is rather a 
strong melodrama, founded upon a 
not altogether improbable story and 


developed . foreefully and logically along 
strictly melodramatic lines. The sunny 
love of Rinaldo and Linora, which illuminated 
one side of the picture, is made throughout 
the play to stand in effective contrast to the 
foreboding possibilities that lie in the charac- 
ter and conspiracies of the two designing 
priestly impostor’, The function played by 
the historical use of the Lion’s Mouth in 
the punishment of political suspects of the 
time serves theatric purposes admirably, and 

in the third act makes possible a scene of 
strong dramatic intensity—that in which 
the wife of only a single day 
is tricked into Serif «the like 
of one whom she knows as Paul di No- 
vara to save her husband, 4. ehe knows 
only as Rinaldo, when they are, in reality, 
the same person. That the author so easily 
and naturally extricated his leading charac. 
ters from such a bewildermg entanglement 
and indicated the vunishment of their 
enemies without descending to the boisterous- 
ness of its infliction indicates the excellence 
of taste and skill which united in the build- 
ing of the drama.

To lay the plot ofa f romantic play written 
in Engiish verse in the poetic atmosphere of 
Padua and Venice is to.court the inevitable 
invidious criticism of imitation of Shakspear- 
ean models, It required courage in Mr. 
Carleton to place — liable to such com- 
pa risone and be has paid the penalty of his 
daring. It is true that his verse suggests the 
inspiration of the En — classics, but it is 
equally true that such inspiration is commen- 
dable unless carried to the extent of weak im- 
itation, which in this case cannot be charged 
against him.

outh' contain some excellent examples of 
unrhymed verse. Occasionally it descends to 
the stilted, but its general effectis to main- 
tain dignity, vias. expressiveness, and spon- 
taneity.

It is not to be (nferred that “The Lion’s 
Mouth” is able to withstand close critical 
analysis. Founded upon an idea full of dra- 
matic possibilities, it errs almost constantly 
upon the side of the theatric and confines tao 
much of its interest to three characters with- 
out welding the remainder to the develop- 
ment of the story. Ite methods of introduc- 
ing and = of „ gen are frequently 
crude, particularly in the second act, and 
there are moments extravagance.
